WEEK BY WEEK. 


After months of strenuous labour, the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum brought its special 
appeal to a triumphant issue last week with one 
of the most successful gatherings of recent times. 
The institution asked for £10,000 and received 
£12,000. So unlooked-for a result, while it reflects the highest credit on 
_the President and managers of this popular charity, must be largely 
attributed to the personality of the Chairman. Mr. Rufus Isaacs is one of 
the busiest of men, as he is one of the most eminent of living Jews. The 
very evening on which he presided he,had travelled to town direct from 
Liverpool, where his advocacy had been so successful that only compara- 
tively nominal damages were awarded to his London clients by a jury taken 
from the neighbours of the plaintiff, the chief effeet of the verdict being 
that at least three other actions with which his clients were threatened 
were dropped forthwith. He could, indeed, have undertaken the office of 
Chairman only at a considerable sacrifice of energies already overtaxed. 
It was a representative gathering over which hepresided, and it manifested 
its appreciation of his generous services by responding to the 
earnest appeal, to the service of which he brought his matchless 
eloquence, in a like generous spirit, a substantial portion of the total 
amount having actually been subscribed in the room. This fact alone must

It is fully conceded on all hands that no little of the 
success of the collection made for the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum must be credited to Sir George 
Faudel-Philips, who, in this, as in everything con- 
nstitution, has shown much zeal and constant energy. 
Beyond that he is, personally, singularly popular wherever he goes: with 
ever-ready wit and great honhomie, he charms all with whom he comes in 
contact. What he has done for Norwood will long be remembered by a 
grateful community. All he has done will probably never be known. It is 
therefore with no small pain that we have now to suggest to him that his 
duty to the institution he loves so well points to what we 
venture to believe, will be a _ real sacrifice on his part in its 
best interests. We have hinted more than once that in our opinion, 
Shared, we have not the remotest doubt, by all that is best in 
Anglo-Jewry, when Mr. Lionel Phillips chose to become wedded in a 
Protestant Church to one who was neither born to, nor had embraced, 
Judaism, his position as Vice-President of the. governing body of a Jewish 
educational establishment became at once logically untenable. Little else 
can be said, we deeply regret to think, of Sir George Faudel-Phillips, 
who took part in the marriage ceremony, and by his presence lent 
countenance to the practical apostasy of his son. We are, all 
of us, prone to take the very broadest views of the calls of 
religion, especially when the splendid communal service of such a 
man as Sir George Faudel-Phillips is in question. But he must see that 
the public part he and his son have taken in one of the sacraments 
of the Church, “signifying,” to use the language of the Book of Common 
Prayer, “the mystical union that is betwixt Christ and his Church”; 
performed “in the Name of the Father and of the Son and of. the Holy 
Ghost,” and their public acknowledgment thus implied in Christian doctrine, 
unfit them to remain guardians and managers of Jewish children brought 
together, so that they may be trained as faithful Jews, loyal to their people 
loyal to their creed, and Joyal to their God. What influence can these 
gentlemen in theircapacity respectively of President and Vice-President of 
the Hospital—exercise upon the children committed to its care? How can

the children regard them ? Surely, merely to put these questions is to show 


that the most essential interests of the children— their interests as Jews 
and Jewesses—are at stake so long as at the head of the institution there 
are important honorary officers who have not hesitated to proclaim to the 
world their utter disregard of Judaism and their preference for assimi- 
lation. There is nothing here of bigotry, nothing of narrow-mindedness. 
There is here no mere difference of doctrine—no mere difference 
of traditional observance. The matter goes to the very root 
of everything Jewish, and we are convinced that the last man to disagree 
from the view we take would be the genial baronet himself, who assuredly 
is not lacking in the sense of the fitness of things. We have not until now 
thought it fair to express the opinion we do, because we felt there 
was always the possibility that in view of the collection that has 
been pending, Sir George and his son may have thought that 
the resignation of their oflices at that juncture might have militated 
against the success of the appeal which was being made. but now no 
such considerations need animate them. They will both, we give them the 
fullest credit in believing, remain just as generous supporters of the 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum as_ hitherto—out of office 
as they have been while in office. Only the community will ke 
noorer. It will be deprived, in the active government of one of its 
institutions, of so able an administrator as Sir George has proved himself 
to be. It is a great misfortune, but the community must bear it, It is a 
loss the community can ill-afford, with the dearth that exists of capable 
and willing workers. What the community can infinitely less afford, how- 
ever, is the risk to the morale of the orphans who are its own children, and the 


negation of every Jewish principle that can animate us, by there remaining 


in high office as head of a Jewish educational institution those who have 
chosen publicly to set at nought all that is dearest and best in the faith it 
is the community's first duty to maintain and defend. 

Mr. Hermann Landau, in his address before the Herzl 


of such magnitude, and upon a plan so utterly 
nebulous, that we are reminded of the saying, we 
believe of John Bright, who declared that no-one was so liable to go up in 
a balloon upon any question as the man who prided himself on being 
practical and always keeping his feet well set upon the ground. It is, of 
course, impossible from the very scrappy sketch which Mr. Landau gave 
of the exact nature of his proposals, to do more than say that they may do 
full justice to his excellent heart, but at the expense of his good sense and 
administrative ability. If we are to be projected into a fresh scheme for 
the starting of Jewish farm colonies to develop into Jewish colonies from 
Novaya Zemlya to Patagonia, “from Greenland’s icy mountains ” to “ India’s 
coral strand,” each of them liable at any moment to become centres of 
anti-Semitic feeling and popular disaffection on the part of the peoples 


Colonisation. 
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Society on Sunday, proposed a scheme of colonisation 
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amongst whom Jews would be small minorities, then really we 
prefer the palliatives such as the excellent institution to which Mr. 
Landau has devoted so many years with such brilliant success. 
Our Canadian correspondent, in this very issue, shows how in 
a country which is in the very van of freedom like Canada, 
and which Mr. Landau looks upon as rather an ideal place for setting up 
his plan is already commencing to complain of trop de juifs. This sort of 
thing is the great danger to which any such scheme as that of Mr. Landau 
immediately lends itself. It would be well, indeed, if our people turned 
from the huckstering trades, from being financial conduit pipes and 
mongerers, from being merely middlemen, as so many of them are, and 
endeavoured to pursue the essentially useful and wealth-producing 
employments which are primarily connected with the land, But 
for this purpose surely nothing short of a Jewish land could be of much 
avail. Even preliminary training in Agriculture, as an occupation, would 
not be of great use; for every land has an Agriculture of its own. It is 
for this reason that populations become wedded to certain districts through 
many generations and by this means cultivate, to its best, the land they are 
born to. Under present circumstances what chance has the Jew of obtaining 
these basic necessities to successful Agriculture, and how does Mr. 
Landau’s plan, so far as he unfolded it, help him’? Agriculture and fixity of 
tenure, in fact, go hand in hand. Thus Mr. Landau brings us back to 
where we were with the problem. If he asks in relation to Jewish emigra- 
tion-—or rather the shuttle-cocking of our people backwards and forwards, 
across the earth-Waurum? in true Jewish style we answer his question 
by asking another —the obvious co-relative to his— ‘Wohin? ”

The brilliant auspices amidst which the new Turkish 
Palestine's Parliament opened last week augurs well for the future 
Re-Birth. of the Empire. The Tarkish authorities, by the moder- 

ation and restraint they have displayed in the most 
trying circumstances, have dissipated some of the war-clouds that hung 
over Kurope as a result of the Bulgarian and Austrian action. Their 
conduct has been dictated by the conviction that the reform movement and 
the new era were more precious than the assertion of ashadowy Sovereignty 
by force of arms; and this resolve to cling at all costs to their mission of 
liberation and to place it first in their political programme, is particularly 
gratifying to Jews, who hope for so much from the present rulers. The 
sincerity and intensity of the convictions of. the men now in power 
were vividly illustrated by the letter which the new Governor of Jerusalem 
wrote to Dr. 1. Levy, of the Anglo-Palestine Bank, and which we printed 
some weeks ago. In this communication the Governor laid down with simple 
earnestness the programme that he will endeavour to execute. Commerce 
is to be encouraged and agriculture is to be developed ; the means of com- 
munication are to be extended; the land is to be irrigated; the safety of 
property is to be secured; new schools are to be opened; the administration 
of justice is to be puritied; and liberty andequality are to bethe lawof the 
land. This is work which, if persevered in, and not checked by troubles 
at the capital, the old land of promise will soon become a promising land. 
In that wonderful rejuvenation we trust that our people will take their 
Share~and that they will also be enabled to enjoy the fruits thereof. 


Our contemporary, the Daily Mail, publishes a 
Hasty 7 ‘Year Book ” which is a wonderful mine of informa- 
Generalisations, tion on every topic of current interest. It must 

prove well-nigh invaluable to everyone who desires 
to acquaint himself with any of the questions that to-day come into men's 
thoughts. The little red volume secures for itself an enormous circulation, 
and for all these reasons we deeply regret: to find that in the very first 
article in the book, entitled ‘“ The Chess-Board of Europe,” a statement is 
made so wide of the facts as to cause anyone who knows anything of them at 
all to feel grave doubt as to the value of the whole of the article in which it 
occurs. ‘ Austria-Hungary,” says the writer, ‘on a basis of universal 
suffrage is marching towards re-action; and her large population of Jews 
who, in the past, formed the ablest and most liberal element of her body- 
politic, are now blind to all interests save those of time-serving and money- 
making.” It is a remarkable charge to bring against upwards of two million 
Jews, the bulk of whomare sunk in dire poverty. It ismoreremarkable that the 
writer of the article apparently knows nothing of the Taussig incident, when 
Austrian Jews showed very effectually their disgust with one of the 
wealthiest members of their community because he had, by taking part in 
a Russian loan, thus helped those who by that means bolstered up the 
forces of reaction in the country of the Tsar. Nor are we aware that 
Austrian Jews exclude themselves from theliberal element of Austria’s body- 
politic. On the contrary, in the very vanguard of liberal polities in that 
country Jews are to be found occupying prominent positions. Moreover, 
the sentiment which animates the classes in Austria against the Jews of 
that country, and of which we frequently have to record glaring instances, 
‘arises just from the belief that they constitute a liberal element 
resisting reaction in every form. The writer, however, has something 
to say about the Jews of Europe generally as well as the Jews of 


_ Austria-Hungary—something which, we venture without fear to assure 


him, is as utterly baseless and even more beside the mark than what he 
says of our brethren in the twin Empire. 


oe _ _ “The influence of Jews in Europe,” he declares)“ might be 
Jews and 20 immense progressive force. It is an imme orce in the 
Finance. region of international finance, where iwhest ideal is a 


_ profitable invéstment. Time was when the Fréemasons and 
the Jews, in the name of liberty, successfully counteracted the power of 
the Jesuits; but to-day the Jews, imbued with the spirit of German 
Realpolitik, would finance a Jesuit campaign for the destruction of libert 
if only they were sure of a sufliciently high rate of interest.” If all this or 
anything like it were true, we should raise not the least objection to its 
being said. Indeed, painful reading as it would be for us, we should be 
pleased if Jews, who thus used their financial power, were pilloried for their 
forgetfulness of the responsibilities that are bound up with the possession 
of great riches. But what basis of fact has the writer for the very grave 
charge he has brought against us? We believe that he has none which 
would place Jewish financiers on a lower ethical plane than financiers of 
other creeds. To imagine that there exists any sort of combination or 
even working agreement between financiers who are Jews, as the writer's 
words would seem to imply, is a phantasy. We sometimes wish 
there were, and that sufficient loyalty to their race could 
animate them as would put an end to the atrocious conditions 
to which Jews are subjected in Eastern Kurope, or the shame- 
ful manner in which they are filched of their treaty rights in. Roumania. 
The fact is, the writer of the article allows himself an altogether 


exaggerated view of the financial power of Jews. Time was when they} 
doubtless controlled the money markets of Europe, and we are confirmed 
by the writer himself that then the power they wielded was used beneti- 
cently. To-day, however, the control is not in the hands of Jews; it has 
passed from them to the Pierpont Morgans and the Bleichroders, whoare not 
Jews, to the large banks and financial corporations which are not Jewish. 
It is not the Jew who has changed, it is the conditions which have altered. 
Is it not curious that Jews should at one and the same time be indicted as 
reactionaries and that five millions of them should suffer —as five millions of 
our brethren do in Russia to-day—because it is alleged against them that 
they are the backbone of a revolution which seeks to supplant reactionary 
conditions by conditions of liberty and freedom? Truly, “if the pitcher 
fall upon the stone, woe to the pitcher! If the stone fall upon the pitcher, 
woe to the pitcher! Whatever happens, woe to the pitcher!” 
The able and useful address which Mr. Bentwich delivered 
The Future before the Jews’ College Union Society, and which we 
of our were enabled to print in full last week, contains many 
Schools. points richly deserving the serious attention of the com- 
| munity. When Mr. Runciman’s abortive Bill was intro- 
duced we were strongly of opinion, taking all eircumstances into considera- 
tion, that the right course for the community to pursue was not to “contract 
out” under its provisions, and thus to join in what was obviously intended to 
become a national system of education. We were impelled to this advice, 
mainly because there seemed to be no small probability that Mr. Runci- 
man’s measure would form a working compromise between various warring . 
sects, from whom the children of this country and their educational advance- 
ment have suffered considerably. We felt that in order to secure peace, 
or rather, not to project suggestions which might militate against peace, 
and in view of the financial trouble that would be bound to ensue under 
Mr. Runciman’s Bill if we decided to maintain our Jewish schools as de- 
nominational centres, it was clearly the best course for the community that 
they should not “contract out.” But Mr. Runciman’s Bill is dead. It 
is not likely to be revived in anything like the form in which it was 
presented to Parliament, and we are, therefore, entitled now to say, what 
we intimated more than once during the short progress of the measure, 
that the Bill contained many features peculiarly antipathetic to the cause 
of Jewish education. There can be no question that for Jewish children it 
is almost of prime importance that denominational education should, if at 
all possible, be provided. With Jewish children it is not a matter of a little 
Bible teaching or a little doctrinal instruction. It is a question of the 
whole atmosphere of the school, and the whole scheme of education 
which the school pursues, and the proposal that Jewish schools should go 
over, was much less from choice than from necessity. Mr. Bentwich has, 
therefore, a clear right to be heard now when he shows what he deems a 
way out whereby we can maintain the denominational character of our 
schools in such a manner as will not be harmful to the general education of 
the children nor be oppressive to the teachers. 
We hope we have not heard the last about of the deaths o 
A Migration the Russian emigrants on board a ship which came from 
Tragedy. Antwerp and put in at Grimsby en route tor 
America,’ when five of these wretched pilgrims from 
slavery to freedom were found dead, the cause not being at first ascertain- 
able. It now turns out that a cargo of ferro-silicon, which is used in the 
manufacture of steel, was taken on board, although the shipping company 
that owns the vessel on which the deaths occurred had prohibited the 
carrying of this deadly cargo. Somehow or another the consignment got 
on board in contravention of the orders of the company and the regulations 
of the Board of Trade. The captain, who appears to have been innocent of 
any knowledge of the deadly nature of the cargo he was carrying, was told, 
only, that the “stuff"’ was liable to explode if confined, and to catch 
fire if wet. As a matter of fact, ferro-silicon is a terribly dangerous 
mixture. It is capable of yielding several gases--arsenuretted 
hydrogen, phosphoretted hydrogen, acetylene, sulphuretted hydrogen and 
pure hydrogen. Of these, the first four are poisonous and the fifth 
asphyxiates. To store such a compound in a vessel in the near proximity 
of human beings is clearly making for manslaughter if done with careless- 
ness, and for an even graver crime if done purposely. The whole incident, 
deeply regrettable and painful as it is, gives clear evidence of some of the 
perils to which our poor people are subjected in emigrant boats. It has 
often occurred to us that an amendment of the Aliens Act, which ought to 
‘ be adopted, if that Act is to remain upon the Statute Book at all, would be 
one which would enable the authorities here to refuse to allow any 
emigrants to land from boats which constantly ply between the Continent 
and this country, and which had nota British license to carry and land 
passengers. This would quickly put an end to the traflic which takes 
place in vessels used for the transport of human beings to this country 
from abroad, which are utterly unfitted for the purpose. Whether 
some such regulation would have prevented the horrible tragedy which 
occurred at Grimsby is doubtful. But the careless manner in which ferro- 
silicon was stored upon this boat shows, that in the minds of some of those 


responsible for these vessels, anywhere and anything is good enough in 
which to put a poor migrant. |

UNION OF OUD CASTILIANS.—A concert was held on Saturday last, under 
the direction of Miss Ernestine E. Moses.

right as to the incident occurring, but not quite correctly 
informed as to the person who collected. Isaac Vallentine 
the father of Mr. Philip Vallentine of the Central Synagogue, 
was one of the founders of the institution. He was a printer 
and brought out the Luach, which has become a household English Jewish 
institution. He never sold cucumbers in the streets though his wife kept a 
provision store in Stoney Lane. It was his brother-in-law, Abraham Green 
who emptied, his cucumber dish and made the collection Mr. Isaacs was 
thinking of. Green was a street hawker of cucumbers and olives, which Isaac 
Vallentine never was. He was a very impulsive man and his impulsiveness

and generosity alike descended to his son, Solomon (Sholey Green) who 


founded the Jewish Workhouse, afterwards the Jewish Home, now amalgamated 
with the Home for Aged Jews, in the teeth of the opposition of the leaders 
of the community. 
in the course of his speech at the Herz] Society on Sunday last, Mr. 
Hermann Landau became charmingly reminiscent and told how he remembered 
that, in the days of his youth, in Poland, when someone became poor or 
when there arose the emergency of a sudden need, collectors would go 
| through the street with tin boxes. At the sound of the 
rattle of the coppers in the boxes there would flock to the 
doors, Mr. Landau said, the Jewish women who would 
| gladly give what they could spare, and sometimes more, 
at the eall of charity. Asa matter of fact, this kind of thing goes on to this 
day in East London. One does not see a tin box, nor does one hear a rattle 
of coppers but one sees a red pocket handkerchief, knotted to form a bag. 
It always speaks most pathetically for the sympathy of the poor for the 
poor, for the collectors can ill-afford the time given from their work, and the 
contributors can ill-afford their donations, but this kind of appeal is seldom 
made in vain. There are still some persons living who can recollect the

was the custom to send round a collecting-box (called in those days, the bi.) 
on the oecasion of a death. The messenger of the Burial Society went 
through the streets in the Jewish neighbourhoods and shook up this box. 
\t the sound of the rattle of the coins in the box, people would come to the 
doors, learn who had died and put some money inthe box. I rather fancy 
that the idea of contributing just on this occasion was not only that of pure 
philanthropy but was also regarded (if the term is allowable) as something 
like a prophylactic. Even to this day many provincial congregations as well 
as small benevolent societies in London collect money for charity at funerals 
and Shiras in a box on which inseribed DYN ABTS “ Charity delivers 
from Death.” | have seen the President of a Congregation take the box 
at the house of mourning and utter these words in Hebrew at the end of the 
prayers and then the persons present wouid, one by one, place a contribution 
in the box on the table.

lf they only knew it, the Zionists’ great opportunity is the keenness with 
which the movement is now recognised among the Jewish undergraduates at 
the two great English Universities. Both Oxford and Cambridge have strong 
Zionist societies, and a remarkable feature of both of them is that they 
include men who otherwise stand more or less aloof from 
Jewish institutions. Two things especially distinguish the 
Zionism found at the Universities, viz., a strong feeling as to 
Jewish nationality and a very real sympathy with Jewish 
sullering. For some time past Oxford and Cambridge Zionists have been in 
touch with each other, the Oxford men having gone over to Cambridge and

the Cambridge men having travelled, in their turn, to Oxford for the purpose 


of conference and federation. The further outcome of this is the recent in- 
Vitation to the Jewish members of all the Universities in the United Kingdom 
to ally themselves with the conjoint Oxford and Cambridge movement. For 
reasons to refer to which in detail there is no need here, Zionism in England 
has not won the allegiance of the governing class of the community, 
especially in London.

These tee-to-tums were sold in “the Lane” at Chanucah 
time and were called “ Chanucah Trendles."

the prevention of starvation. I am not an economist, nor nearly one, but I 
have good opportunities of seeing cause and effect, and this is what I find. 
How is it that the Jewish Board of Guardians has such difliculty in persuading 
parents to allow their boys and girls to be apprenticed ? It is because so 
many parents cannot afford to wait for their children to earn something 
towards the upkeep of the home. The wages secured by an apprentice are 
small, and a proportion has to be paid back to the Board of Guardians. The 
boys and girls are growing all the time and want more to eat. The home 
cannot stand the added strain, and everything suffers in consequence, the 
poverty becoming more acute, the parents going further down hill on the 
way to pauperisation, the younger children getting less and less and the 
apprentices growing to manhood and womanhood with their spirit broken 
and their physique undermined. The streets may train thieves and loafers, 
but they are the last resort of desperate people who must find money some- 
where to give bread’ to their children. If the school-leaving age is raised, | 
the home resources will be taxed beyond the limits of the endurance of the 
class of parents I have in my mind. If it is sought to keep the boys and 
girls at proper training, they must be kept fed at the same time. I think 
that the letter so influentially signed wrongs Jewish fathers and mothers— 
at least when it says that so many parents are “indifferent or even hostile 
to the boy’s real future welfare.” It is not so. It is not indifference or 
hostility. It is the compulsion of starvation.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.

PRAGUE, December 20th. 

The riots of the preceding weeks having so far been stopped, the Jewish 
tradesmen in this city, and in the Czech part of Bohemia and Moravia, are 
very sens¥ybly suffering from boycott. It is not enough that Austrian shop- 
keepers and wholesale merchants, the majority of whom are Jews, are being | 
boycotted in Servia and in Turkey; the Czech Radicals are at work to 


prevent Czech clients from making their purchases in Jewish shops and 


stores, ind this immediately before Christmas, when everybody is looking 
forward to doing a good trade. It is true that the Austrian Premier, baron 
Bienerth, gave the strictest orders that all legal means possible should be 


taken to stop the boycott, but the preparations for it had so long and so 


systematically been made that the Government measures were too late to be 
eflicacious. Things are worse in provincial places, where the Jews, even in 
their private affairs, are so closely watched that to mention one example— 
from fear of being exposed they discontinue their subscription to German 
newspapers. At the head of the boycott movement stands Klofacz, a member 
of the \ustrian Parliament, the same man who went to Belgrade as the mouth- 
piece of the sympathies of the Czechs with the Servian people, and a few days 
ago to Moscow to discuss action in favour of Panslavism. ‘There is no doubt 
that the Jews in the Czech parts of Bohemia and Moravia are once more 
having a bad time, as they are being denounced as siding with the Germans. 

The great number of distinctious bestowed on Jews on. the occasion of 
the Emperor Francis Joseph’s Jubilee has been commented upon in the 
Austrian Parliament by the Czech Clerical, Count Sternberg, who said that 
he could not help thinking that there had been no Christians worthy of being 
distinguished, and, more particularly, that the title of Imperial Councillor 
was no longer a mark ot dignity but one of race.

THE DEBATE ON M. STOLYPIN’S CIRCULAR, 


The debate on the interpellation of the anti-Semites, questioning the 
authority of M. Stolypin’s circular, permitting certain categories of Jews to 
remain outside the Pale, was of a very lively character. It was introduced hy 
forty-four peasant deputies and by thirty-two members of the Right. Amongst 
the signatories on the interrogation paper was also a peasant, who belonged 
to the Constitutional- Democratic party. The latter, however, promptly 
excluded him from their group at the request of M. Miliukolf, although the 
culprit withdrew his name from the interpellators. The Real Russians 
purposely induced the peasants to take up the matter, in order to demonstrate 
to the world their hostility towards the Jews. For weeks they had carried 
on a strong agitation amongst the rustics, until their efforts were crowned 
with success. | 

M. Gegetchkory and M. Bulat, on behalf of the Extreme Left, supported 
the urgency of the interpellation, with a view to rejecting it immediately as 
a protest against the anti-Semites. The Government and the Octobrists 
were, however, in favour of shelving the question by submitting i: 
to «a Committee. M. Stolypin was afraid that the Duma’ would 
support the view of the Senate and declare his action illegal. 
The Assistant-Minister, Krizanovysky, expressed his fears to a Con 
stitutional-Democrat, who handed him in a petition on behalf of a Jew, 
that the Government would soon be compelled to exile thousands of Jews 
from the central provinces. The views of the Assistant- Minister were com 
municated to the party, and, on the advice of the two Jewish deputies, they 
decided to vote together with the Octobrists and Poles for sending the inter. 
pellation toa Committee. The urgency motion was, therefore, defeated. I: 
is worth noting that, after the debate, M. Niselovitch recorded his vote with 
the Extreme Left and not with the majority. During the discussion, M 
Markoff delivered an attack on the Jews and the Government. He expresse:| 
his hopes that the Tsar would satisfy the wishes of the people, trrespectiy« 
of the decision of the Duma, but he announced, in the name of the Rea! 
Russians (amidst loud cries of “ pogroms”) that they would find eflectiv: 
means of settling with the Jews residing outside the Pale, even if the 
Government were to leave matters in their present state. His subsequen! 
remarks, which contrasted the policy of the old rulers of Russia towards the 
Jews and that of the present Tsar in°a light unfavourable to the latter, 
were received with indignation on all sides. The Minister of Finances 
walked out of the Duma during the uproar, and, at the suggestion of the 
Bureaucrats, M. Markoff was given special facilities for correcting his stat 
ment at the following sitting. He, however, misused his privilege, in order 
to make an unealled-for attack on M. Niselovitch, whom he accused of alter- 
ing the stenographic accounts of his first speech. (It was afterwards 
explained that M. Markoff referred to the fact that the Jewish deputy signed 
his name at the bottom of the report on reading it through, in accordance 
with the Duma regulations.) At the same sitting M. Markoff and the Real 
Russians introduced another urgent interpellation asking the Premier on 
what grounds the Governor of Kursk had been ordered not to expel any more 
Jews from the province, thus converting it into a Jewish stronghold. It was 
originally signed by thirty-four deputies. Four of them, however, subse- 
quently withdrew their names, and it is possible the interpellation will fal! 
to the ground. 

Rumours are again current to the effect that M. Stolypin, in order. to 
save the situation, will introduce into the Duma a short Bill extending a few 
Jewish privileges, so as to be in a position to point out to his enemies that 
his circular was only a temporary measure, which preceded the preparation 
of a definite law. It is announced that the Premier will, on the consideration 
of the interpellation, content himself with denying the statements of the 
Black Hundreds, that the Jews have invaded Central Russia, and with a 
reference to an existing law, which permits Ministers to regulate the right 
of residence of Jews. M. Gutchkoff is expected to support the Ministerial 
statement, which will also contain a promise to bring before the House «!! 
Bills materially altering the restrictions against the Jews. 

PRESS OPINIONS ON THE DEBATE. 

The opinions of the liberal organs on the interpellation were, as miglit 
have been expected, extremely hostile to the anti-Semites. The Slovo and 
the Ketch recorded their protest against the Real Russians in strong terms. 


_The organ of the Constitutional-Democrats reminded the Right of the fact 


that the author of the circular was M. Plehve, who found it necessary to 
stop the expulsion of several Jewish families from Central Russia, at a time 
when their sons were fighting for their Fatherland in the Far East. 

The Russkoe Znamya, and especially the Kolokol, are, however, full! of 
threats against the Jews, and they predict new pogroms in the near future. 
roi also appeal to all Russian communities to demand the expulsion of 

ews. 


THE OPINIONS OF THE DUMA LEADERS ON THE 
INTERPELLATION. 
The Fraind, on its reappearance, has addressed a number of letters to 
Duma leaders sounding their views on the interpellation of the Right. \. 
iliukoff stated in his reply that the success or failure of the anti-Semites 
dépended on the attitude of the Government towards the question. At 
present M. Stolypin is opposed to the Real Russian tactics, but no-one could 


_ predict what might happen by the time the interpellation returns to the Duma 


from the Committee stage. M. Maklakoff, another Constitutional-Democrat, 
refused to believe that the Duma would ever impose further restrictions on 


the Jews, although the Octobrists could not be trusted to vote in the 


interests of the latter. Count Uvaroff, who lately severed his connection 
with the Octobrists, declared that the Jews could not expect great con: 
cessions from the Duma. The Centre of the House eould only extend their 
rights to establish educational institutions. Nevertheless, he believed that 
the move of the Extreme Right was doomed to failure, more especially if the 
Jews refrained from all revolutionary propaganda and deeds. M. Niseloviteh 
welcomed M. Markofl's speech as the strongest support of the Jewish cause. 
He also quoted a law promulgated in 1893 permitting ministers to extend 
the right of residence of Jews outside the Pale. | 


THE SENATE AND M. STOLYPIN’S CIRCULAR. 

The Senate has again considered a number of Real Russian complaints 
against M. Stolypiu’s circular on Jewish residence outside the Pale. [bey 
were all rejected by a large majority. It is significant that the Premier, !" 
defence of his action, stated that his circular was not intended to stop the 
exile of the Jews from Central Russia, but to regulate their expulsion. 


THE ODESSA JEWS. 


A deputation of Odessa Jews, headed by Rabbi Dr. Arinovitzky, w4s 
received by the Tsar's Commissioner sent to investigate the recent shootins 
affray. The delegates expressed their loyalty to the Tsar, and protested 
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against the accusation that the Jews were revolutionaries. General 
Panteleieff, in his reply, thanked the deputation and the Jewish community — 


for their kind wishes, and made enquiries concerning the numbers of the 
teeah Jewish recruits, He also announced that there was no truth in the 
statement that the policeman who killed the officers was a Jew. In connec- 
tion with the inquiry, the Russkoe Znamy has published a special message 
to all its followers informing them that the Real Russians have succeeded in 
ersuading the Government to allow General Tolmatchefl to remain at his 
former post. 
THE BLACK HUNDREDS AND THE TSAR. 

The Tsar has cordially received the Chairman of the Real Russian 
Conference at Odessa, Count Konovnitzin., The latter informed his Majesty 
of the resolutions and petitions of the Black Hundreds, who insisted on the 
necessity of introducing new legislation restricting the trade and social 
rights of the Jews. 

The Holy Synod has resolved to remove the notorious pogrom agitator, 
lliadore, to the Jewish centre Minsk. The news has created a panic amongst 
our coreligionists in that city. , | 


INTERESTING TRIALS. 

Herr Sokolow, the Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, has again, in his 
absence, been fined one hundred roubles for publishing pogrom news in his 
Warsaw papers. ‘The hearing of his last trial for a similar offence is shortly 
expected. 

The Minister of Justice has received a second deputation with reference 
to the Brodsky trial. M. Tcheglovitoff again promised to investigate the 
causes of their complaints. | | | 

DEATH OF MURAVIEFF. 

With the death of the late Minister of Justice Muravieff (recently 
Russian Ambassador at Rome) the anti-Semites have lost a strong supporter 
of their views in the bureaucratic world. The deceased was well known 
amongst the Jews for his strong persecution of the Jewish lawyers, against 
whom he introduced a series of restrictions. During the famous trial of 
Blondes for ritual murder at Wilna, the late Minister also displayed great 
animosity towards the Jews. Although he outwardly sided with our 
coreligionists, he did all in his power to hinder the triumph of justice. 


MAPPU CELEBRATIONS. 

The Russian Jews are celebrating the centenary of Mappu's birth. Our 
eoreligionists in Russia are very proud of their ‘first Hebrew novelist, who 
pictured to them Palestinian life before the destruction of the first Temple. 
Kovno, the native place of the late author, has taken a very prominent part 
in the demonstrations in his honour. They have commemorated his name by 
founding a Mappu library.

EDUCATIONAL NEWS. 

The Ministry of Education has established a Committee, consisting of 
saron Gunzburg, Dr. Drabkin (former oiticial -Rabbi of St. Petersburg, and 
M.1. Katzenelsohn, to re-organise the teaching of the Jewish religion in the 
Russian secondary schools. The action of the Ministry is a direct result of 
the representations made to the authorities by M. Ravinsky on the neglect 
of the subject in the schools. The Committee has already invited a large 
number of Jewish teachers in the capital and in the provinces to recommend 
a new scheme.

Several Jewish students have been excluded from the St. Petersburg 
polytechnic, on aceount of their inability to pay their fees.

A new society, to support Jewish emigrants to Palestine, has been formed 
at Warsaw.

RABBI DRACHMAN RESIGNS. 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors of the Jewish Theological Seminary 
of America which was held early in November at the residence of Mr. Jacob 
H. Schiff, it was reported that the Rev. Dr. Bernard Drachman, hitherto 
instructor as Acting-Reader in the Codes, tendered his resignation which 
was accepted with regret. It was decided that a letter be sent to fr, 
Drachman expressing the appreciation of the board tor the services hitherto 
rendered by him. 

The number of students admitted this term is thirty-two, the largest 
number of any year in the history of the Seminary. Eleven, who were 
graduates of the University of Pennsylvania, Columbia University, University 
of New York, ete., were admitted to the Senior Rabbinical Course, six in the 
junior department and sixteen in the preparatory department. 

The scholarships for the current academic session were awarded, and the 
thanks of the Board were tendered to Mr. Newmann Cowen, of New York ; 
Mrs. Bertha Rayner Frank, of Baltimore, Md.; Mr. W. Gerstly, of Phila- 
delphia; Mr. Louis Marshall, the Rev. Dr. H. P. Mendes, Mr. Ludwig 
Vogelstein and Mr. Felix M. Warburg, of New York, each of whom has offered 
to defray the expense of one scholarship for the current year. The report 
of Professor Marx, the Librarian, showed that the library of the Seminary 
was making great progress, and that it was fast bringing together one of the 
best collections of Jewish books and manuscripts in the country. 


CHRISTMAS IN THE SCHOOLS. 


The advent of Christmas brings to the fore again the vexed question of 
Christmas exercises that are being held in the public schools, and in which. 
Jewish children must participate. Already complaints are voiced in the 
Yiddish Press of parents whose children have been drawn into rehearsals of 
the Christmas entertainments. Of course, the entertainments are supposed 
to be of a non-sectarian character, but in spite of that, they assume, for the 
most part, a religious character, and here and there zealous principals and 
teachers introduce songs and recitations of a real Christian nature. It will be 
remembered that as a result of the protests which were raised against 
this practice last year, the Board of Education passed a resolution 
calling upon the heads of schools to have regard for the 
feelings of Jews in the preparation of the Christmas exercises. This, of 
course, referred especially to schools which are largely attended by Jewish 
children. .Subsequently, however, a storm was raised by the’ religious 
Christian element within the Board itself, and the resolution was so modified 
as to become meaningless as far as the interests of the Jews are concerned. 
The Yiddish Press then urged Jewish parents to keep their children from 
schdol on the day preceding the holiday when the Christmas exercises are 
held. The result was that in Jewish districts so many of the children were 
absent that the plans for the entertainments were entirely upset. Needless 
to say that this caused a greal of feeling against the Jews among zealous 
Christians.

The riots of the preceding weeks having so far been stopped, the Jewish

very sensibly suffering from boycott. It is net enough that Austrian shop- 


boycotted in Servia and in Turkey; the Czech Radicals are at work to 
prevent Czech clients from making their purchases in Jewish shops and 
stores, and this immediately before Christmas, when everybody is looking 
forward to doing a good trade. It is true that the Austrian Premier, Baron 
Bienerth, gave the strictest orders that all legal means possible should be 
taken to stop the boycott, but the preparations for it had so long and so 
systematically been made that the Government measures were too late to be 
eflicacious. Things are worse in provincial places, where the Jews, even in 
their private affairs, are so closely watched that- to mention one example— 
from fear of being exposed they discontinue their subscription to German 
newspapers. At the head of the boycott movement stands Klofacz, a member 
of the Austrian Parliament, the same man who went to Belgrade as the mouth- 
piece of the sympathies of the Czechs with the Servian people, and a few days 
ago to Moscow to discuss action in favour of Panslavism. There is no doubt 
that the Jews in the Czech parts of Bohemia and Moravia are once more 
having a bad time, as they are being denounced as siding with the (:ermans.

THE DEBATE ON M. STOLYPIN’S CIRCULAR, 


The debate on the interpellation of the anti-Semites, questioning the | 


authority of M. Stolypin’s circular, permitting certain categories of Jews to 
remain outside the Pale, was of a very lively character. It was introduced by 
forty-four peasant deputies and by thirty-two members of the Right. Amongst 
the signatories on the interrogation paper was also a peasant, who belonged 
to the Constitutional- Democratic party. The latter, however, promptly 
excluded him from their group at the request of M. Miliukoff, although the 
culprit withdrew his name from the interpellators. The Real Russians 
purposely induced the peasants to take up the matter, in order to demonstrate 


to the world their hostility towards the Jews. For weeks they had carried 


on a strong agitation amongst the rusties, until their efforts were crowned 
with success. . 

M. Gegetchkory and M. Bulat, on behalf of the Extreme Left, supported 
the urgency of the interpellation, with a view to rejecting it immediately as 
a protest against the anti-Semites. The Government and the Octobrists 
were, however, in favour of shelving the question by submitting it 
to a Committee. M. Stolypin was afraid that the Duma _ would 
support the view of the Senate and declare his action illegal. 
The Assistant-Minister, Krizanovsky, expressed his fears to a Con. 


stitutional-Democrat, who handed him in a petition on behalf of a Jew,. | 


that the Government would soon be compelled to exile thousands of Jews 
from the central provinces. The views of the Assistant-Minister were com. 
municated to the party, and, on the advice of the two Jewish deputies, they 
decided to vote together with the Octobrists and Poles for sending the inter 
pellation toa Committee. The urgency motion was, therefore, defeated. It 
is worth noting that, after the debate, M. Niselovitch recorded his vote with 
the Extreme Left and not with the majority. During the discussion, M. 
Markoff delivered an attack on the Jews and the Government. He expressec 
his hopes that the Tsar would satisfy the wishes of the people, irrespective 
of the decision of the Duma, but he announced, in the name of the Rea! 
Russians (amidst loud cries of “ pogroms”’) that they would find effective 
means of settling with the Jews residing outside the Pale, even if the 
Government were to leave matters in their present state. His subsequent 
remarks, which contrasted the policy of the old rulers of Russia towards the 
Jews and that of the present Tsar in a light unfavourable to the latter, 
were received with indignation on all sides. The Minister of Finances 
walked out of the Duma during the uproar, and, at the suggestion of the 
Bureaucrats, M. Markoff was given special facilities for correcting his state- 
ment at the following sitting. He, however, misused his privilege, in order 
to make an uncalled-for attack on M. Niselovitch, whom he accused of alter- 
ing the stenographic accounts of his first speech. (It was afterwards 
explained that M. Markoff referred to the fact that the Jewish deputy signed 
his name at the bottom of the report on reading it through, in accordance 
with the Duma regulations.) At the same sitting M. Markoff and the Rea! 
Russians introduced another urgent. interpellation asking the Premier on 
what grounds the Governor of Kursk had been ordered not to expel any more 
Jews from the province, thus converting it into a Jewish stronghold.

Mrs. Bertha Rayner Frank, of Baltimore, Md.; Mr. W. Gerstly, of Phila- 
delphia; Mr. Louis Marshall, the Rev. Dr. H. P. Mendes, Mr. Ludwig 
Vogelstein and Mr. Felix M. Warburg, of New York, each of whom has offered 
to defray the expense of one scholarship for the current year. The report 


of Professor Marx, the Librarian, showed that the library of the Seminary 


was making great progress, and that it was fast bringing together one of the 
best collections of Jewish books and manuscripts in the country. 


CHRISTMAS IN THE SCHOOLS. 
The advent of Christmas brings to the fore again the vexed question of 


Christmas exercises that are being held in the public schools, and in which — 


Jewish children must participate. Already complaints are voiced in the 
Yiddish Press of parents whose children have been drawn into rehearsals of 
the Christmas entertainments. Of course, the entertainments are supposed 
to be of a non-sectarian character, but in spite of that, they assume, for the 
most part, a religious character, and here and there zealous principals and 
teachers introduce songs and recitations of a real Christian nature. It will be 
remembered that as a result of the protests which were raised against 


this practice last year, the Board of Education passed a resolution 


calling upon the heads of schools to have regard for the 
feelings of Jews in the preparation of the Christmas exercises. This, of 
course, referred especially to schools which are largely attended by Jewish 
children. Subsequently, however, a storm was raised by the religious 


Christian element within the Board itself, and the resolution was so modified | 


as to become meaningless as far as the interests of the Jews are concerned. 
The Yiddish Press then urged Jewish parents to keep their children from 
school on the day preceding the holiday when the Christmas exercises are 
held. The result was that in Jewish districts so many of the children were 
absent that the plans for the entertainments were entirely upset. Needless 
to say that this caused a greal of feeling against the Jews among zealous 
Christians. 

In the city of St. Louis the Yiddish daily, Der Vorsteher, began many 
days ago a campaign intended to keep the children away from Christmas 
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exercises. It prints every day on the first page the following coupon in 
English, intended for the use of parents of school-children : , 
To THe Principat._Owing to the fact that I desire to raise my children as Jews, I 
do not care for them to participate in a Christmas festival.— Yours truly, ie 
A report from Chicago states that Dr. Emil G. Hirsch has ina public 
address stated that he saw no harm in Jewish children attending the 
Christmas exercises and that he did not think it fair to deprive the children 
of one of the joys of their life. But Press despatches from Chicago, giving 
the substance of Rabbi Hirscli’s utterances are not always to be relied upon, 


‘“YEHOASH ” HONOURED. 


On the eve of his departure for his home in Denver, a dinner was 
tendered to Solomon Bloomgarten, the noted Yiddish poet, who is better 
known as “ Yehoash,” by a representative gathering of Jews of Brooklyn. 
The dinner was given last evening at the Willoughby Mansion. rhe Jews 
of New York had honoured “ Yehoash” with a large public reception 
on his arrival here, and it was thought fit that the farewell 
dinner should be held in Brooklyn, which was formerly the home 
of the poet, and in which many of his relations and friends now 


reside. Mr. Bloomgarten, who is himself a victim of the dread white plague . 


and has for the last eight years been forced to live in Colorado, came Kast 
several months ago, at the risk of his health, in the interests of the Sanatorium 
of the Jewish Consumptives Relief Society, a most worthy institution which 
has been brought into existence by our immigrant masses. The Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Mayer Asher, who. was one of the speakers at the dinner, referred to 
this act of Mr. Bloomgarten in coming East as being “in itself a beautiful 
poem.” Rabbi Asher had first known Mr. Bloomgarten in his native town of 
Wirballen, Lithuania, whither on the advice of Rabbi Yitschak Elchonon 
Spector, he (Rabbi Asher) had many years ago come to study. Rabbi Asher 
had become acquainted with the -poet’s scholarly father, and his sister, 
who waS a woman of extraordinary Jewish learning, and the rest 
of the family: he was in Wirballen when “ Yehoash” wrote his first Yiddish 
verses, and he met the young poet again after he had made his pilgrimage 
t6 1. L. Perez, who greatly encouraged him in his literary plans, and subse- 
quently published Bloomgarten’s first poems in the ‘ Jiidische Bibliotheke. 
Rabbi Asher’s description of the life in the little Russian town, and his story 
of the intellectual awakening of the young Yiddish poet, of his exile to 
America, caused by a cruel Government, his struggle here against odds, and 
his brave fight against a dread disease, formed a speech of great eloquence 
and of almost dramatic intensity. Other addresses of tribute to the poet 
were delivered by Mr. Alexander Harkavy, the Rev. H. Masliansky, Mr. 
Joseph Barondess, Mr. Philip Kranz, Mr. Louis Smirnow, Mr. S. Yanofsky and 
Mr. Jacob Marinoff, whs read some of his own verses written in honour of the 
poet. Mr. Perez Wiernik, of the Jewish Morning Journal, was the Toast- 
master, and there were present among the three hundred guests a number 
of other representatives of the Jewish l’ress and literary circles of New 
York. The guest of honour, in response to the tributes paid him, spoke 
feelingly, yet modestly, of his hopes and aims as a Jewish writer and as a 
Jewish Nationalist. 
A ZIONIST PLAY AT HARVARD. | 

Considerable interest centres round the production, next Tuesday evening 
at Cambridge, Mass., of a Zionist’ play called ‘‘ The Promised Land,” which is 
from the pen of Allen Davis, an ardent Zionist, who is instructor in English 
at the University of Pittsburg. Mr. Davis is a Harvard man, a former Presi- 
dent of the Menorah Society at that University, and his play is to be given 
by the notable Harvard Dramatic Club and before an audience of exclusive 
American circles of Boston and Cambridge. A Boston correspondent who has 
seen the manuscript of the play says that: 

The action centres around the activity of an author and diplomat of Jewish birth, 
the intimate of kings and ministers, who has put a great nation under obligations to 
him by his adroit handling of difficult situations, and who ussumes the task: of 
reuniting his people and leading them back to the Holy Land. He is brought tou 
vivid realisation of the position of, the Jews not only by the outburst of anti-Semitism 
in France, due to the Dreyfus case, but also by the fact that his family has been 
affected by one of the massacres in) Europe. . . Hampered by lack of support 
among his own people. he finds a return to the Fatherland lnpossible and turns to 
more available land in Africa, a charter to which hus been granted to him by friends 
in the English ministry, Face to face, however, with the traditions of two thousand 
Vvears, his plans fail, and he finds himself rejected by the people for whom he has 
Jaboured. 

The play is subsequently to be given at Jordon Hall, Boston, for two 
performances, on December 17 and 19, when,the Jews of that city will have 
an opportunity to witness it. Mr. Davis is a native of Pittsburg,

| ‘THE SILENCE OF DR. LEWIN.” 
What is referred to here as “ the silence of Dr. Lewin,” is causing some 


comment in Zionist as well as non-Zionist circles. Dr. Lewin, who on his — 


arrival here was officially received by several of the prominent Zionists, has 
already been here a number of weeks, and, with the exception of a few words 
which he spoke before a Zionist gathering at a theatrical performance and 
a short address he delivered before a private gathering of the Jewish 
Nationalist Club, he has not yet spoken for Zionism as such before 
any meeting. This is in distinct contrast to the many Zionist speeches 
before large meetings which he delivered here on his first visit two 
years ago; hence, much surprise has been expressed and articles on 
Dr. Lewin’s silence have appeared in the Jewish newspapers, notably the 
Boston Advocate, edited by Jacob de Haas. Despite the new impetus which 
the changes in Turkey have given to this movement and the favourable senti- 
ment for Zionism which now exists here in the Press and in public life, the 
Zionist organisation have recently been strangely inactive and in view of 
the lack of leadership, it had been hoped that the arrival here of Dr. Lewin 
would serve to stimulate the Zionist activities. Hence the disappointment 
that is being expressed at the fact that he is not making any public 
appearances or delivering any speeches.

hospital, instead of being endowed by the philanthropic few. Speeches at the 
dedication were made by Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, Hon. Edward, Lauterbach, Rab); 
J. Klein, Rabbi M. Jaffe, Mr. Joseph Barondess and Mr. Bernard Semel, the 
President of the organisation. | 

Owing to a certain rivalry between the new Hospital and that of Bet

Charities for a time refused to grant the new institution a license. The 
matter was afterwards submitted by the State Board of Charities to the« 
Council of Jewish Communal Institutions, and this organisation decided th: 
the new Hospital, being a necessary institution, should receive the regulir 
license.

He is a graduate of an American 
University and had also studied at: the University of Jena. Mr. Heymann, 
who hal held this position until now, was born at Alsace, where he received 
his preliminary education. He went to Paris, qualified as a teacher, and was 
identified for a number of years with the educational interests in Algiers 
and Syria.

years. their revered Chief Rabbi had been prevented by ill-health 
from taking part in that service. Taking as his text “Peace be 


within thy walls and prosperity within thy palaces,” the lecturer referred to. 


the fact that it. was “Peace Sunday,” and that all .over the country 
worshippers were being addressed from the palpit asking them to direct 
their efforts to bring about the rational and humane methods of settling 
disputes by means of arbitration. Despite the character of the congrega- 
tion he was addressing, he was sure their aspirations lay in the same 
direction, yet they recognised they should ever be in a state of armed pre- 
paredness in the cause of righteousness and peace. They were that day 
celebrating the end of the three years’ struggle maintained by their 
Maccabzean ancestors against oppressors who would have destroyed their 
very existence, and it was well that the occasion should serve to bring home 
to them the recurrent recollection of those heroic days and the lessons they 
preached. He hoped by those services to quicken the military spirit of Jews, 
and he would urge upon those civilians who showed so much anxiety to 
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secure admission to these services to show their practical sympathy by 
themselves joining, or inducing their sons to join some section of His 
Majesty's forces. The institution of the new Territorial Force had resulted 
in practically no diminution of members as far as Jews were concerned. The 
officers had transferred almost to a man, and the enlistment of men was pro- 
ceeding very satisfactorily. Let them remember that Judaism and patriotism 
were one, for the love of faith and the love of country went hand-in-hand. 

After the reading of Alenu, Mooz Tsur was sung to the accompaniment of 
the band and the organ, and the singing of the National Anthem concluded a 
most interesting service.

He was a great believer in those parades, for it was through those parades, 
he thought, that many young men joined the various branches of the Army 
and Navy. He always felt that they, as Jews, were at all times anxious to 
serve their country, especially a country like England, where all its inhabi- 
tants kad an equal chance to get on in life. And it was because of that that 
every Jew should devote a certain time of his life—in case of necessity—to 
learn to be able to defend the country. He was véry pleased to learn from 
Mr. Adler that, although the whole condition of service had changed entirely, 
and in spite of the fact that great numbers of men had left the service, 
it was satisfactory to note that there was no diminution in the number of

The loyal toasts having been honoured, the CHAIRMAN. proposed the 
* Immortal Memory of Judas Maccab:eus,” which was honoured in silence. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER then proposed “ The Visitors,” and expressed 
regret at the absence of the Senior Ollicer, Col. Sir Frederick Nathan, who 
was prevented from attending owing to the serious illness of his mother. 
That was the first time the Maccab:eans had entertained the Jewish officers 
of the Army as such—although they had already given a dinner in honour of 
the men who served during the Boer War—and it was an honour they much 
appreciated. They were proud of the quality and quantity of those who had 
commissions in the various ranks, and, indeed, it was only in recent times 
that Jewish gentlemen had taken up commissions in the forces and at the 
same time remained in the fold. They had representatives in the Navy, 
the Lancers, the Engineers, in all branches of the Auxiliary Forces and in 
the St. John Ambulance. So far as he was able to trace, they had at the 
present time seventy gentlemen in the Regular Army who held commissions, 
and about 110 in the Territorial ranks. On the whole, he thought that the 
number holding commissions was a very fair one as far as the Jewish com- 
munity was concerned. From the authorities at the War Office he had learnt 
that nothing so much helped to combat anti-Semitism in this country as the 
knowledge that Jews took their fair share of the work in the commissioned 
ranks of the various branches of the Army. He hoped the time would come, 
having regard to the number of Jews now in the Army, when they could 
boast of a Jewish General. He thanked the Maccabzeans for their hospitality 
to the members of the rank and file who were being entertained at tea at the 
Jews’ Free School. | | | 

Colonel D—E Lara CougN, in responding, referred to the great value of 
the annual Chanucah Military Service. When he looked back on the first 
Military Chanucah Service held sixteen years ago, when he was the only 
officer with the addition of another, who cared to take the trouble to 
attend a service, he was agreeably surprised to see that so many now 
interested themselves. He been a commissioned officer for thirty-three 
years, and when the time came for him to give up his commission there 
would be nothing he would give up with more regret. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER then kindled the Chanucah lights, and the 
company after singing Mooz Tsur, adjourned to the Jews’ Free School to join 
the men at the concert. : .

Hampers for Crippled Children. ( 


Yesterday week, at the Jewish Soup Kitchen, Mrs. CHARLES HENRY dis- 
tributed Chanucah hampers to Jewish crippled children, provided by Sir 
William Treloar. | 

Sir WILLIAM TRELOAR, in the course of a brief address, thanked Mrs. 
Henry for her presence. Every year he had been enabled to distribute 
hampers to Jewish children at the Kitchen. Every year he was enabled to 
give away 7,000 hampers in the metropolis, irrespective of race or creed; 
the only credentials were that the children should be crippled and in poor 
circumstances. Ho was sorry to say there were over 7,000 children in that 
condition, apart from those in institutions and homes. The public were 
always generous enough to support him amply. He ordered the 7,000 hampers 
before he had collected a penny, and he had never yet been left in the 
lureh. (Hear, hear.) He had often had a balance, which he had used for the 
provision of surgical boots and spinal carriages, and for the purpose of giving 
crippled children a month’s holiday. Out of that hamper distribution had 
arisen the homeat Alton for the cure of tuberculosis of the bones, and he had 
100 children suffering from that fell disease. Their condition had very much 
improved. Attached to the Home was a cripples’ school, where from thirty 
to forty cripples were taught a trade, which would enable them later to earn 
their own living. All this work was supported by the voluntary contribu- 
tions of the public, and he was proud to say that among the contributors he 
numbered very many Jewish friends. It, therefore, gave him great pleasure 
to be present at that little function, and to know that so many of them 
sympathised in his work. (Cheers.) 

Mrs. HENRY expressed her pleasure at being present, and paid a tribute | 
to Sir William Treloar for his beneficent work. 

Mr. L. B. ABRAHAMS stated that the number of Jewish recipients of the 
hampers had increased to 220, and were seattered all over London. He 
acknowledged the assistance rendered by Mr. Harry Barnett, joint Hon. 
Secretary, and a number of ladies and gentlemen who had investigated the 
cases. |

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A WORLD-WIDE JEWISH 
COLONISATION SCHEME. 


NOVEL PROPOSALS BY MR. HERMANN 


A meeting of the Herzl Society was held on Sunday at Jews’ College, 
when Mr. Hermann Landau read a paper on “ A General Jewish Organisation.” 
The Rav. A. A. GREEN, President, was in the Chair. 

Mr. LANDAU said: I fear that my title, ‘General Jewish Organisation,” 
will require some justification, but 1 shall have to ask your patience until 
towards the end of my remarks before I can hope to have made my position 
It is, of course, obvious that some such general organisation has 
existed ever since we became a people, and the simplest and briefest descrip- 
tion 1 have ever heard of it was given me by a poor Jewish woman, who 
arrived at the Shelter penniless, with eight little children, and knowing no- 
body in this country. When asked how she dared risk the lives of her children by 
coming to a strange country without means and without a friend or relative, her 
simple answer was, “I heard there were Jews in England, and they will help 
me to find my husband who, I was told, has not fallen in the war with Japan, 
but has escaped here.’ I makeno doubt that every one of you, every Jew and 
Jewess the world over, shares this feeling, that where his coreligionists are 
to be found he will obtain sympathy and assistance. In this sense, then, 
organisation certainly exists, organisation for which, when viewed on its 
administrative disorganisation would be a more appropriate word— 
since it is a form of help that does not tend to uplift but in many cases rather 
to pauperise, although, as we all know, there is’no nation, no people in the 
world who, individually, when called upon to help their compatriots and 
coreligionists, respond more generously and more frequently than the Jews. 

Palliatives. 

How to use this tender feeling and ready sacrifice to the best advantage 
of our less fortunate brethren has exercised generations of good men and 
women among us, and, though I am the last person to underrate these efforts, 
I must insist that the effect is only temporary, that they do not really go to 
the heart of the Jewish problem. The organisation in every country, and 
especially in the more civilised countries like England, America, Germany, 
and France, of a number of institutions such as Boards of (;uardians, Shelters, 
Hospitals, Convalescent Homes, and numberless other homes and societies, 
all tending to relieve the suffering poor, is undertaken by the rich Jews of 
each country for the benefit of the poor Jews of that particular country, 
and it is only on occasions of great national disaster, such as, for example, 
the terrible events connected with the May Laws of ’82 in Russia, and, within 
very recent years, the horrors inflicted by the pogroms, that the Jews all 
the world over are roused into really collective action and make considerable 
sacrifices to render what help they can. This assistance, however, is at the 
best merely palliative. What we desire is some means of action which 
is to ensure the prosperity of our people in the future, some definite, coherent 
policy, which is to raise and strengthen them, to arm them against evils, and 
to stimulate them to an active sense of unity and progress. It is on these 
lines that | desire to offer a few suggestions to-night. 


The Results of Emigration. , 

I have watched the results of the compulsory emigration from countries 
like Russia and Roumania for some forty-five years, yet | think few of you 
will ba less well acquainted than myself with the kind of life these emigrants 
lead here and in America, and even in Canada. Nothing could be more 
natural than the rapid formation of ghettos, inasmuch as the newly-arrived 
emigrants cannot move beyond the circle in which their language is under- 
stood—in London we eéall that circle Whitechapel. Tailoring and shoemaking 
re the trades to which they turn, although the great bulk of the emigrants 
o work at these trades in this country were neither tailors nor shoemakers 
heir own homes—much more probably blacksmiths, wheelwrights, weavers 
so forth, but since they are unable to obtain work in their proper callings 
re or in America, owing to their ignvrance of the English language, they 
ve to take up whatever work is offered them. I have no hesitation in say- 
g that as a result the tailoring and shoemaking trades are overcrowded. 
there is not enough work for everybody, many of the emigrants, instead 
f working all the week, can obtain only enough work for one or two days, 
nd this brings them a mere pittance on which to support themselves and 
their families. The disastrous effect is made patent by the large numbers 
that contract consumption and other diseases mainly to be attributed to the 
absence of proper nourishment. This state of things has now reached a 
point which makes it clear that unless something is done, and that very soon, 
the physical deterioration of our working classes will affect our very 
existence as a people. Thus far I believe I have taxed your patience by 
reciting facts with which you are all well acyuainted, and I rather fancy 
that you have come here to-night not so much to hear what you already know 
as to listen to a suggested remedy. My friends call me an optimist and

perhaps I am, but were we, as Jews, not optimistic, were we to give way to 


the despair which past history has given us ample reason to indulge in, we 
should long since have ceased to exist. 
Back to the Land. 
I am not one of those who think that the “back to the land” ery is an 
absolute necessity for England, simply because the world's food is now 


obtained with such ease and in such plenty that it dees not become incumbent 


upon us to place agriculture before other activities. But for our people, for 
reasons which I shall presently adduce, agricultural pursuits have become 
imperative. I believe it is scientifically established that dwellers in great 
cities after three generations can scarcely be regarded as physically sound. 
It is only the constant inflow of the rural population that keeps the great 
centres of population in a healthy state. Now, our poorer classes have, 
nolens volens, to be the inhabitants solely of great centres of population. 
Pobiedonostzeff, when asked why he so strongly’advocated and so narrowly 
circumscribed the pale of settlement of Jews in Russia, said it was with a 
view to diminishing their physical condition, and had he his way he would 
put them all ona barren rock in order that they might die the sooner. The 
pale of settlement in Russia is even now being made narrower and narrower, 
and the time has come to do something, to undertake some permanent and 


effective measures which will draw our people away from that terrible abyss, 


A New Organisation. 

Whenever I have urged this point I have been confronted with the argu- 
ment that “the ‘ Russo-Jewish ’ question must be settled in Russia itself,” 
and, let me tell you, that this is the answer, not of indifferent people, bat of 
men in whom we are bound to recognise genuine qualities of philanthropy 
and patriotism. We have our good Zionists, we have our good Itoists, all, | 
am sure, wishing to do the very best for their people. But, could it honestly 
be said that, with the best intentions and the fallest activity, they have 
brought the Jewish problem one step nearer to a final solution ? Apart from 
the Zionists and the Itoists, a new organisation has now been formed in 
Germany to encourage colonisation. Its members have done me the honour 
to ask me to serve on their committee, but I have deferred my answer until 
after to-night. If they agree to the proposals which | intend to lay before 
them, and which I am now about to outline to you, I shall be glad to co- 
operate in the work. But unless I can convince myself that something wil! 
be done to attack the root evils of the Jewish question, to mitigate the 
effects of persecution and to regulate the abuses of concentrated emigration, 
I cannot give my support. For my own part, Ido not wish to see another 
society formed which, by ineffectively handling a vast problem, will stereo- 
type the poverty, the suffering, the physical deterioration which it is intended 
to stamp out. 

Previous Failures. 


All the failures in previous attempts to convert the Jewish population 
into agriculturists can only be attributed to the absence of farming 
experience on the part of the kind-hearted and zealous promoters. Schemes 
such a3 that of Baron Edmond de Rothschild and the Jewish Coloni- 
sation of Baron Hirsch, have been set on foot in a purely theoretical spirit. 
What was done was to send a certain number of young, strong men on to the 
land. They worked there for some little time and then betook themselves 
to other occupations. Why, you may ask, did they forsake the culti- 
vation of the land to which they had been brought with so much care 
and at such considerable expense? Those who know anything of farming 
will tell you that the successful management of a farm depends as much upon 
the farmer's wife and family as-tipon the farmer himself. It is she wao has to 
look to the the dairy, to the poultry, to the comfort of the house, and to those 
thousand and one essential little details which go to make a prosperous farm- 
stead. In the absence, then, of a wife who understands these matters the 
man can never. be a successful farmer. Not only the farmer, but the farmer's 
wife and dependants must be gradually prepared for their respective tasks. 
Farminz, especially in these days of intensive culture, does not come by in- 
stinct. Knowledge, and the patience and perseverance which knowledge 
brings in its train. are essential, It is not enough that your would-be farmer 


‘should be strong and willing to work; he must know how to set about his 


business, and his wife must know that the conditions prevailing in a farm- 
stead are totally different from the rough-and-ready methods of housekeeping 
which are good enough in the ghetto life, where a whole family must put up 
with a single room for all purposes. Now, you will ask, how is this great 
change to be effected? How is the transition to be made ? 


A World-Wide Scheme. 

My plan is of the simplest. I advocate the acquisition of large farms in 
Poland, Russia, Roumania, the United States, Canada, England and other 
parts of the world—farms extending from 2,000 to 3,000 acres, and the build- 
ing of numerous cottages. These are to be the farming schools. Any family 
desirous of taking up farm work should be given a cottage and a living wage. 
In the first instance, | would employ them on the farm for, say, a year, or, 
in some cases even two. Meanwhile, the farms if properly managed, will pay 
their way. At the end of this time, subject toa favourable report from the - 
farm manager under whom they work, they could be settled on land which is 
to be acquired in various parts of the world. An advance should be made to 
them in order to enable them to erect the necessary buildings and to furnish 
themselves with agricultural implements and perhaps, especially in cold 
climates like that of Canada, with provisions sufficient for one year. The 
total amount so expended will, of course, be a first charge on the farm, repay- 
able by annual instalments, to commence, say, after two years and extending 
over a period of from twenty-five to forty years. The immediate, and indeed 
obvious, objection to such a proposal is the enormous outlay of capital it 
must involve, yet I venture to suggest that less ingenuity, less brain-racking 
and searching of purses will be required for this object than for the task the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has before him in next year's Budget. 

The Means. , 


My proposal is that an international canvassing committee be appointed 
to make an appeal to every living Jew, man, woman or child, for £1 towards 
the fand which is to carry out the above scheme. This fund is to be called 
the International Credit Foncier or Land Mortgage Company and every Jew 
or Jewess is to be a shareholder init. Of course, we know that the bulk of 
our veople are too poor to subscribe £1 per head in one sam, but we also know 
that the very poorest will make a sacrifice to pay his £1 in weekly instalments 
extending over a year or perhaps longer. One thing only is required to 
bring this scheme the success I anticipate, and that is, that Lord Rothschild, 
who is the most influential Jew living, and who has been not inappropriately 
called the King of the Jews, should place himself at the head of the concern, 
and select his colleagues or co-directors from among the most influential 
persons in various countries. These, in their turn, will, no doubt, appoint a 
committee of management and salaried officers possessing the required 
technical knowledge. 

A Ripe Moment. 

If we are to act at all the moment for action is ripe. Weare just now 
at an interesting stage in the history of nationality and democracy. 
Turkey is at last throwing off the chains of a degrading despotism, and 
we are hoping that the young Turks will give our claims a sympathetic 
hearing. What can we ask from them? Simply this, that Jews should 
be allowed to settle, for agricultural purposes, in Mesopotamia. 
Let us begin our agricultural experiments, our true agricultural experi- 
ments, there. The valley of the Tigris and Euphrates are not unconnected 

with our péople's history. Great as the fertility of Palestine must have been 
in Biblical times, it could scarcely have supported the entire population, and 
I advance the theory that it was from the teeming valleys of Mesopotamia 
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that those imports came, imports of cattle and produce 


, Which gave the 
speculation. Mesopotamia 


to-day is + With irrigation and modern 
scientific improvements, above all, with the intelligence and perseverance 


of our people, the land could be made to yield a more than ample harvest. It 
geems to me that no better place could be found in which to put toa pre- 
liminary test the scheme I have outlined to-night, and I feel that if we make 
this experiment I shall not be disappointed in the hope of seeing a type of 
agriculturist rise into being whom any country would gladly welcome, and 
would not disgrace the position that the Itoists and the Zionists are preparing 
for him. 
Dr.. HinscH HILDESHEIMER, of Berlin, speaking in German, said he had 

peen privileged to discuss the subject of Mr. Landau’s paper with him, and 
he entirely agreed with him ; there was also a large circle of Jews in Berlin 
who shared his views. It was very pleasant and gratifying for him to listen 
to a brother talking to his brethren on behalf of his brethren. (Hear, hear. 

The problem which was the subject of Mr, Landau’s paper was the sorrow of 
sorrows. It was the most difficult problem that pressed upon Jewry, and 
whoever neglected to face it shamed himself, and to all intents and purposes 
cut himself off from the community of Israel. Every available resource must 
‘be brought to bear on the relief of the situation of the Jews in the East. 
There was only one way in which the Russian and Roumanian problem could 
he solved, and that was by all Jews uniting and not giving themselves rest 
or ease until they. had exhausted every possibility of accomplishing a 
solution. Even if the problem were not entirely solved, it was a great thing 
to whet people's consciences, to make the Jewish people feel that this 
problem was their problem. He was firmly convinced that if the question 
were attaeked in the right way by the right men. those who had a heart. to 
fee] for Jewish sufferings—great things might be achieved. A stavt had 
already been made in the direction desired by Mr. Landau. Ata conference 
held in Berlin on October 20th a Committee had been constituted of which he 
had the honour to be a member, and which had already achieved some success. 
They must go on with the work, and he confidently anticipated that Mr. 
Landau's words would find an echo among all those who sympathised with the 
oppressed Jewish people. 


Mr. C. VAN BreMA said he thought the training-schools suggested by Mr. 
Landau could be almost self-supporting. | 

Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES pleaded that a universal Jewish organisation could 
only be successful on a national basis, and he urged that it would be criminal 
not to take full advantage of the new situation in Turkey to further the 
Jewish nationalist ideal. He also contended that Israel was swffering as much 
from spiritual as from material misery. 

Or, M. FRIEDEBERGER said that the spiritual followed the material by a 
natural evolution. He criticised part of Mr. Landau’s scheme, as he did not 
think there would be any securities for the farm-schools in certain parts of 
the world. He pleaded that one merit of Zionism had been that it had shown 
the futility of tinkering at the Jewish problem. | 

\ir. ISRARL COHEN asked whether it was likely that a new movement 
would succeed where a powerful body like the Iea had failed. He urged 
that existing organisations should be improved rather than new ones founded. 
He saw certain advantages in a general Jewish organisation, and thought

Mr. A. VAL FINKENSTEIN reminded the meeting that Mesopotamia had 
strong Jewish traditions, and should, therefore, appeal to Jewish sympathies. 
_ The PR¥SIDENT, in commenting upon the discussion, alluded to the 
criticism that the scheme was undemocratic, and said that many Jewish 
movements were top-heavy with Jewish aristocracy, and people approached 
questions with good hearts and swelled heads. He thought Lord Rothschild 
had been alienated from Zionism. by the internal dissensions that went on in 
the movement. He agreed with Dr. Daiches that the race needed spiritual 
uplifting, but the test of Jewish spirituality should be what they did for 
others. He reminded them that when Moses liberated Israel, he first brought 
them out of Egypt and then cave them the commandments. 
immense ditliciilties in the way of Mr. Landau’s scheme.’ He believed it 
took more than one generation to make successful farmers. but the pro- 
blem was, at any rate, brought nearer solution by its being boldly faced.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
MR. E. W. MORRIS, Secretary of the London Hospital. 


In the busiest thoroughfare of East London stands a huge building built 
round a large square, the population of which is equal in number to that of 
| a good-sized village. Its revenue and 

expenditure exceed that of many a small 
municipality. It is a great temple—a 
temple wheré the sick and the suffering 
come to the shrines of charity and sym- 
pathy, and go away rejoicing. That temple 
‘is the London Hospital. Situate in the 
heart of the Jewish quarter, it is but 


natural that, as is actually the case, 
thousands of Jews should seek its aid 
every year; and never, if they are 


deserving, do they knock at its doors in 
vain. They find within its walls kindness 
and consideration, but-—it is not a Jewish 
Hospital, and so certain well-meaning 
people, mostly of the working classes, 
have started a movement to found an 
institution that shall in very deed be a 
Jewish Hospital. In our last issue we 
published the report of a meeting of the 
Jewish Hospital Association, and the 
record of the proceedings shows that the 
promoters are animated by considerable 
enthusiasm, and that they are not without 
| support from non-Jewish friends. 
It was to ascertain his views upon this topie that a representative of 
the Jewish Chronicle sought an interview with Mr. E. W. 
Secretary of. the London Hospital. 

Our representative's first question was whether Mr. Morris had 
of the movement to found a Jewish Hospital. 8 

“Yes,” he replied, * 1 have followed the movement with anxious interest. 
But before I make any comment upon it, let me say that I have the fullest 

appreciation for the sentimental considerations that have actuated my 
Jewish East End friends in this endeavour to founda Jewish Hospital. | 
always admire the desire to help the sick and suffering wherever it is mani- 
fested, and my admiration fully goes out to these ladies and gentlemen.” 

Do you view the movement with any anxiety ? 

“T regard it with the utmost misgiving. And please do not misunder- 
stand me. I am not thinking only of the interests of the London Hospital, 
but more especially of those of the movers in this scheme.” 

What objections do you see to it ? 

“Kirst of all, I think that these good folk are under-estimating the 
obstacles and difliculties with which they would have to contend, and I would 
save them from inevitable disappointment if I can.” 

What are these obstacles ? 

“The principal one is that of finance. While it is just possible that 
money may be laboriously got together to acquire a suitable site and building, 
it is quite another thing to amass sufficient to keep the institution going. I 
have lately been reading some of the old minute-books of the. London 
Hospital, and I find that in the early days there were frequently occasions 
when the hospital had no balance in the bank at all, and had to be helped out 
of several predicaments of this kind before it was firmly set on its feet. The 
financial soundness of a hospital is a matter of slow growth. A new insti- 
tution has to establish a claim upon public support by its work ; it is not sufti- 
cient merely to point to the need of its existence. The public willsupportan 
institution of tried efficiency, but it takes time to acquire that reputation. 
Even then a hospital often has a hard struggle to make ends meet. There 
are some hospitals in London which are now living from hand to mouth and 
have large wards closed down; these are places whose names and claims 
are well-known to the public. The chances of a new one are not very rosy.” 

What other obstacles are there ? 

“The next is that of equipment. The proposed Jewish hospital will not 
be large enough to accommodate all the Jewish patients needing assistance, 
and if large numbers still have to go as before to the London Hospital, the 
objects in view will hardly be attained. A small hospital can only take 
general cases; all the special cases will have to come to us, as only a 
large institution like ours can provide the special equipment. Let 
me give you an example. At the instance of the King, we have just 
installed a series of electric baths for, the hot-air treatment of rheumatic 
diseases, invented by Dr. Tyrnauer, of Carlsbad, who spent a week here 
demonstrating his apparatus. Things of that kind can only be furnished in 
a hospital which, like ours, has the space and resources at its command.” 

Do you think the staffing of the proposed Hospital would be a difficulty ? 

* } do most decidedly. If it is not proposed to have Jewish doctors and 
nurses, then the Jewish patients might just as well come here. _ If it is pro- 
posed to have Jewish attendants then the greatest difliculty will be 
experienced in getting together a staff of Jewish medical men adequate for 
the needs of a hospital. There are not many Jewish consultants, and the 
few there are mostly give their time to institutions already existing, which 
afiord them greater scope.” 

- Even if the Jewish Hospital were established, you would still maintain 
your Jewish wards ? 

“Yes, of course. They are a trust, and as I have explained, a large 
number of Jewish patients will still be bound to come to us.” 

Do you not think it possible the Jewish Hospital,promoters are unaware 
of the claims of the London Hospital and its work ? 

“ Yes, | feel that possibility very acutely. | should very much like to 
see a conference between my Committee and representatives of the Jewish 
Hospital Association, in order that the matter may be talked over.’ Lam sure my 
Committee would meet these gentlemen with the greatest consideration.” 

Can you tell me what the Jews have done for the Hospital ? 

_ * We have the Raphael Endowment for the Jewish wards amounting to 
£20,800, given by the late Mr. Edward L. Raphael. The late Mr. Benn Levy 
gave us five operating theatres, at a cost of £13,000, and we have the Sam Lewis 
bequest of £20,000. We receive great monetary assistance from the Roth- 
schilds, the Sassoons, Lord Swaythling, Sir Edgar Speyer and others. The 
Chief Rabbi, too, is always ready with his valuable advice, which he never 
fails to give when I seek his assistance, as I frequently do. We are not, how- 
ever, adequately supported by the general Jewish community. The Jewish 
wm ubscribers of one to five guineas are conspicuous by their absence. I am 
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very anxious to remedy this, and I should be grateful to the Jewish Chronic), 
if it could attract the attention of this class of the community on behalf of 
the Hospital. There are many members of your community who believe that 
the Hospital is practically maintained by Jewish subscriptions. This is fap 
from being the case, and | am glad of this opportunity for correcting such 4 
crave misapprehension. | donot like to draw up a sectarian debit and credit 
account, but the services which the Hospital. renders to the Jews are quite 
inadequately paid for by Jewish subscriptions.” 

Will you tell me what the Hospital does for the Jews ? 

‘In the tirst place we relieve, roughly, about 50,000 Jewish out-patients 
a year. Try and imagine a crowd of 50,000 persons in one area, and you will 
realise the magnitude of this work. Then we have four Jewish wards, two 
medicakand two surgical, which provide accommodation for 52 patients, who 
are supplied with kosher food prepared by a Jewish cook in a special 
kitchen attached to the wards. But this accommodation does not suflice for 
the large number of Jewish in-patients we receive, and so the remainder are 
scattered through the various wards of the Hospital. But their religious 
scruples are respected just as if they were in the Jewish wards, and kosher 
food is sent round to them at considerable trouble. There is also a separate 
Jewish mortuary.” 

It is, | know, a superfluous question, but perhaps you will tell me whether 
the Committee is sympathetically disposed, towards the Jewish patients. 

“IT can most emphatically reply.in the aflirmative, and you would be 
astonished at the lengths to which the Committee are prepared to go to 
satisfy the wishes of .the Jewish community. Two of the most valuable 
members of the Committee .are Jews, Mr. N. L. Cohen, L.C.C., and Mr. Louis 
KK. Raphael, who, by the way, is Chairman of the Out-patients Committee.” 

It appears that one of the things which the Jewish Hospital Associa- 
tion has in view is the provision of Yiddish-speaking attendants for the out- 
patients. Has the London Hospital done anything in that direction ? 

“In a great many cases patients only able to speak Yiddish bring with 
them an English-speaking friend as interpreter, and the doctors and dressers 
have picked up a little Yiddish to help in conversation. But we have had this 
question before us on a number of occasions, and I may tell you that one of 
three almoners we are appointing shortly is to be a Yiddish-speaking 
Jewess. These appointments are an innovation here, though they 
have been successfully instituted at other hospitals. We find that 
very often the advice ‘of the doctors cannot be followed owing to the 
poverty of the patients, and that the help they need can frequently be 
provided by other organisations whose work requires to be linked up with 
that of the Hospital. The almoners will be familiar with the work of these 
other organisations and will be able to give great assistance to needy 
patients. The Yiddish-speaking almoner will render assistance also as 
interpreter in the out-patients’ department. I may say that hitherto we 
have been unable to find a lady with the necessary qualifications, though 
the Jewish Board of Guardians is assisting us in our search. | might add 
that I do not think the Committee would object to allowing the lady selected 
to undergo a preliminary course of training at their expense. So you will 
see that we have given this matter every attention, though, no doubt, if 
conference takes place, the subject may be more thoroughly discussed.” 

Is nothing done at present for these needy patients ? 

“Yes. For those requiring continued medical care after discharge there 
is our convalescent home, founded by a Jew, the late Baron Herman de Stern. 
Then, | have to acknowledge the generosity and kindness of Mr. Leopold 
de Rothschild, who, at the instance of Mrs. de Rothschild, has placed 
eonsiderable sums at my disposal for the assistance of indigent patients 
without distinction of creed, and this fund has been of the utmost value. 
But the work requires extending and systematising — hence the almoners.”’ 

lf the Jewish Hospita! were established the probability is that you would 
still receive Jewish subscriptions ? 

* Yes, undoubtedly. I have reason to know that the scheme for starting 
a specifically Jewish hospital does not meet with favour in many Jewish 
circles, and this fact will certainly add to the dilliculties of the promoters. 

Do you think the large Hospital Funds would assist the project ? 

- “I should think it extremely unlikely. King Edward's Hospital Fund, 
and the Saturday and Sunday Hospital Funds, have all made it their policy 
to discourage the foundation of new institutions, believing rather ‘in the 
desirability of getting the utmost efliciency out of hospitals already existing. 
They would, I know, specially deprecate the establishment of two hospitals 
doing the same work within a stone’s throw of each other. In Manchester, 
! am given to understand, the Jewish Hospital is in a district by itself, and 
the special facilities for Jewish patients were not given in any of the 
general hospitals, so that the case of Manchester cannot be taken as an 
appropriate analogy. I think it would be a great pity if money which 
might go to improving our work on behalf of the Jewish patients were 
to be diverted and perhaps squandered in a futile attempt to found another 
hospital. Looking at the question from a broad point of view, anything 
which would have the tendency of crippling the finances of existing hospitals 
would bring the day nearer when the hospitals would have to pass under 
State control. That, | think, would be a great national disaster and a gross 
waste of public money. The voluntary spirit at present prevailing pervades 
the whole medical staff, and you would be surprised at the time, the devotion 
and the self-denial’ given to the service of the Hospital by our honorary 
surgeons and physicians. If the Hospital weré a State institution, these 
gentlemen would have to be paid, and would not give more than the stipu- 
lated time to the work. I may mention that our honorary staff at present far 
exceed the amount of time they are expected to devote to the work.” 

Has the Hospital done anything as to the supply of Jewish nurses ? 

‘No, but I should think it quite possible for some such arrangement to 
be made, provided the need were proved. That is another matter on which 
the conference could shed a useful light. We should weleome the co-opera- 
tion of any outside body, such as the Union of Jewish Women, if it were 
thought desirable, necessary and feasible to train Jewish girls as nurses. At 
present twenty-eight new nurses enter the Hospital every seven weeks, and | 
can see no reason why some of these should not be Jewesses, though at 
present L am doubtful whether the supply of suitable girls can be found.” 

Are there any other ways in which you think the conference you have 
suggested would be useful ? 

“a think the conference would be of great advantage to both parties. We 
on our side would learn in what way we can further satisfy the desires of the 
Jewish community, and I am sure that, as far as it is reasonably possible, the 
Committee will meet them in every way. Then, from the other point of view, ! 
feel confident that if the London Hospital can supply all that these gentle- 
men hope to attain in their Hospital, they will be able to help us very 
materially in the way of funds, which may, if desired, be ear-marked for the 
Jewish patients. With the exception of a small East End Tradesmen's 
Association, which does good work for the Hospital, we have no Aid Society 
properly so-called, and I should very much like to see one established, if by 
its means I thought I could reach the smaller Jewish subscribers. 1 think 
the members of the Jewish Hospital Association could render us very valua- 
ble services in that direction. I should be very glad to hear from them if 


they think well of my idea of a conference, and I trust they will see the 
wisdom of abandoning their proposal.

OBITUARY. 


MR. BENN W. LEVY. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. Benn Wolfe Levy, of 8, Pembridge 
Square, which took place suddenly, from heart 
failure, in the early hours of riday morning. Mr. 
Levy was a noted public benefactor, whose name will 
for ever be associated with the great undertakings 
of the David Lewis Trust, which he founded in the 
North of England, and to the development of which he 
devoted half-a-million sterling for the benefit of the 
cities of Liverpool and Manchester. Many well- 
known families in the community are plunged into 
sudden mourning by his untimely and quite unex- 
pected decease. Had he lived tillthe 22nd of next 
month, he would have been 5x. 

Mr. Levy was the son of the late Hon. L. W. 
Levy, M.L.C., of Sydney, N.S.W., prominent 
Australian merchant, and a member of the original 
tirm of David Cohen and Co. Born in Australia, in 
iSol, he was sent to England in early youth to be 
fee ae ‘educated under the care of his uncle, the late David 
Lewis, of Liverpool, who had no children of his own. His first education was 
received at the school of the Rey. R. 1. Cohen, of Dover, father of Mrs. David 
Lewis. Thence he proceeded to Paris, and subsequently he returned to 
Liverpool to finish his studies at the Royal Institution. In about the year 
IS6S he returned to Australia, and joined his father’s business, remaining there 


late Mr. 


till about 1877, when he came to England and married tle eldest daughter of — 


the late David Cohen. Returning again to Australia, he continued in business 
there till 1888, when he finally settled in England. 

_ The late David Lewis, who was the “William Whiteley” of 
Liverpool, died at the end’ of ISS). leaving an immense fortune. It was 
bequeathed absolutely to Mr. Levy and another nephew, Mr. 
George J. Cohen, of Sydney. But the bequest was accompanied 
by a private letter, in which the testator intimated that he wished it 
to be applied at their discretion to philanthropic purposes. Mr. Levy and 
his co-legatee decided to employ it In the foundation of charitable institu- 
tions in the North of England, where their uncle's fortune had been acquired, 
The deceased, being resident in England, became Chairman of the David 
Lewis Trust and its guiding spirit, devoting so much attention and such 
keen business capacity to its administration that it ultimately realised a 
sum considerably in excess of what had been bequeathed. The Trust, which 
commenced operations in Liverpool, comprised, at the outset, the David 
Lewis Northern Hospital, erected at a cost of 000 the (hueen Vietoria 
District Nursing Association, costing £70,000 ; and the Hostel and Club for 
Working Men in St. James’ Market. The last-named institution was founded 
on the suggestion of Lord Rowton, who wanted to see Liverpool provided 
with a lodging-house of the type which had proved so great a boon in 


London. Mr. Levy accordingly decided to combine with the Work- . 


men’s Hostel a club to serve as an educational and recreative 
centre for the working classes in the. neighbourhood. The surplus 


.income of the  lodging-house was to allocated to per- 


manent maintenance of the elul. Open recreation Spaces were like- 
wise acquired on the site of Rupert Lane Barracks. Mr. Levy then turned 
his attention to Manchester and Salford, where he laid out extensive recrea- 
tion grounds with covered playgrounds for the children in some ofthe most 
densely populated districts. Subsequently he founded a David Lewis Colony 
Home for Epileptics, at Sandlebridge, near Knutsford, Cheshire, which is said 
to be one of the most completely-equipped institutions of its kind in Europe, 
He was of opinion that too little had hitherto been done, both by the State 
and private individuals, to provide for this class of sufferer. 

In recognition of his public services, Liverpool, Manchester and Salford, 
each conferred upon him the Freedom of the City. It was on the occasion of 
his being honoured by Manchester that he made a felicitous speech, still 
remembered, in which he said: “Iam, in the words of the Apostle to the 
Gentiles, ‘a citizen of no mean city, for Manchester has always been in the 
forefront of all social and political reform and progress.” | 

The generous benefactions of the deceased were by no means confined 
to the provinces. He did much charity in London, but it was of a more 
private nature. Thus, on one occasion, he gave his friend, the Hon. Sydney 
Holland, a cheque for £15,000 to provide a whole floor of operating-theatres 
for the London Hospital —an institution in which he took the keenest interest. 
The conditions attaching to the gift were that it should be strictly anony- 
mous and (as in the ease of the David Lewis, Trust) for the benefit of all 


- ereeds alike. While his charities were, for the most part, unsectarian, he was 


a warm supporter of Jewish institutions. The Home and Hospital for Jewish 
Incurables numbered him among its Vice-Presidents, a position which he 
undertook at the time that the new buildings were being erected in South 
Tottenham, and upon which he brought to bear the immense experience he 
had gained at Liverpool. He made a substantial grant to the Building Fund 
from the David Lewis Trust. Among all charities, hospitals particularly 
appealed to his sympathy. As he observed on the occasion of the opening of 
the David Lewis Northern Hospital by the Princess Louise, “However much 
people may differ as to the best means of disposing of their surplus wealth, 


‘there can be no doubt that by giving to hospitals they cannot make a 


mistake.” 

As a colonial by birth, he took an active interest in movements for 
strengthening the bonds between the mother country and the colonies. He 
was one of those who guaranteed the cost of sending the first Australian 
eontingent to Suakim. It was owing to his initiative, after some communica- 
tions with the Under-Secretary for War, that a movement was started in 
England for providing an Australian Bushmen Contingent for. service in 


South Africa. 


The deceased leaves, besidés an aged mother in Sydney, a widow and 
four daughters to mourn his widely-felt loss. His eldest daughter is the 
Mayoress of Auckland. 

The funeral took place on Monday morning, and was very largely 
attended by, among others, Messrs. Eliot Levy, David Lewis, Lewis Tam- 
worth, Herbert Levy and Octave Levy (brothers), Messrs. Neville D. Cohen, 
Herbert D. Cohen, L.S. Cohen, J.P., and Harry Jonas (brothers-in-law), Lord 
Swaythling, the Hon. Sydney Holland, Sir Dudley Forwood, Sir Edward 
Levein Samuel, Sir Isidore Spielmann, C.M.G., the Agent-General of New 
South Wales (Mr. Coghlan), the Deputy Lord Mayor and the late Lord Mayor 
of Liverpool, the Town Clerk of Liverpool, and representatives of the various 
provincial institutions founded by the David Lewis Trust. The Rev. I, 
Samuel represented the Jewish Deaf and Dumb Home, and Mr. L. J, 
Salomons the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables. The Revs. Dr, 
Hochman and L. Geffen officiated. Out of respect for the deceased, flags 
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were flying at half-mast over many of the public buildings of Liverpool on 
the day of the funeral. 


AN APPRECIATION BY THE REV. S. ALFRED ADLER. 


Reasons of health will only permit me to pen a very few lines, but I 
cannot desist from paying my tribute of affection and esteem to the memory 
- of my old and dear friend, B. W. Levy. His death creates a very real void 
in our midst. He represented all that which is best in Australian Jewry. 
In New South Wales, in Liverpool, and in London, alike, his influence was 
widely and beneficently felt. His personality was like sunshine —a blend of 
strength and geniality. His sympathies were wide and practical; his 
charities, wise and discriminating. He was a true friend, a loyal comrade, a 
charming companion. He placed unreservedly at one’s disposal the treasury 
of his wide experience of life, of his unfailing sympathy, of his unflagging and 
unselfish zeal for others; and all this without asemblance of patronage, without 
a vestige of superiority or assumption. The Jewish ministry have lost in hima 
true friend, a man who was ever jealous for their welfare, their prestige, their 
happiness. He was happy himself, and he liked those about him to share his 
happiness. The families of Cohen and Levy are rightly widely respected and 
esteemed. Benn Levy, as one of the senior members of the family, did 
much to keep the name beloved and honoured, and his services in connection 
with the administration of the David Lewis Trust (and I can speak as a 
former Liverpool resident), are of permanent and incalculable value. | recall 
how dearly he was loved at the David Lewis Northern Hospital (Liverpool), 
where I used to be visiting minister. And now, he has departed hence ; but 
his memory remains, enshrined—so long as life lasts—within the grateful 
memories of those who knew and loved this kindly, courteous gentleman-— 
one who was not merely a fair-weather friend, but a stronghold of sympathy 
and timely helpfulness, in the day of sorrow and anxiety. His friendship has 
guided me through many a sore trial; may his reward for all his kindliness 
and unselfishness be great! Our heartfelt sympathy goes out to his stricken 
widow and sorrowing children and relatives. May tae knowledge that their 
dear one was loved, as:a true Jew and as a good man, help them to bear with 
fortitude the inscrutable Will of our Heaventy Father: 


In the course of his, sermon at the Prince's Road Synagogue, Liverpool, 
on Saturday, the Rev. S. Friedeberg referred to the death of Mr. Levy. He 
said that his congregation would receive with sincere regret the sad news 
announced that day which had plunged the members of a respected local 
family into mourning, had deprived the city ofa great benefactor, and the 
Jewish community of a large-hearted philanthropist. Mr. Levy was not a 
- pesident of Liverpool ; nevertheless the city had conferred on him the highest 
honour in its power, an honour reserved for the chosen few most distinguished 
in the service of the city or theservice of the country; and his name would 
go down to posterity associated with an act which even in these days of 
princely generosity, could be described as one of chivalrous munificence. 


Mr. Geonce H. Hemtputu, C.C. (Chairman of the Streets Committee of 
the City Corporation), on Friday, inaugurated the works of the subways at the 
Victoria Embankment, Blackfriars Bridge, by formally commencing 
the exeavation for the north wall of the main subway.

Sik,—In your report of the annual meeting of the Board of Deputies jn 
your last week's issue, you refer to Mr. Loewy’s criticism of the President's 
report as “fair,” “ keen” and “ effective.” Now, whilst | am not in a position 
to question the correctness of the last two words of your comment, I do 
question the correctness of the first. | 

Mr. Loewy, in his remarks at the meeting, accused the Board of lacking 
in courtesy by not acknowledging that Manchester had succeeded where thw 
Board had failed. That the Board had failed is undoubtedly true, and I sub- 
mit that not only is the Board of Deputies disappointed, but so also is every 
lover of fair play and freedom, that the Liberal Government has done nothing 
either to end or mend the obnoxious Aliens Act, which stains the statute- 
book of this free and happy land. But, I ask, where has Manchester 
succeeded ? 

Those who are posing as having “led” the battalions of Jewish voters 
at the recent bye-election in this city to record their votes for the candi- 
date who had promised to ameliorate the lot of the poor alien, have found 
their vocation gone, for the Army preceded the “leaders” to the polling 
booths in order to strike a blow- through the ballot-box—at the party who 
were responsible for the oppressive Act. I maintain that not one single 
vote was influenced through the impassioned speeches of the unauthoritative 
leaders, and the cackling of the hens over an egg which was not of their lay- 

ing only helped to disturb our none too friendly neighbours and arouse their 
ire against us. In that, | admit, Manchester has succeeded. 

Can any intelligent person—and Mr. Loewy and his friends are very 
much so—seriously contend that dangling a thousand or more votes before 
the eyes of a most eager candidate ata critical time of his political career, 
will not draw from the most honest politician, pledges which cannot be, or 
will not be, fulfilled during his term of office ?

The Toast of the Clergy. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sit, To me, as to many other persons present at the dinner of the 


Orjhan Asylum the other evening, it was a matter of surprise that the Kev. 
A. A. (ireen should have been called upon to respond to the toast of the 


clergy, while the senior and most distinguished minister present, tlh» Rev. M. — 


Joseph, was passed over as not sufliciently worthy or representative 
to speak for his brother clergy on such an oceasion. The only possible 
explanation of this procedure is that the one gentleman is 
nominally a Reformer and the other nominally Orthodox. Berkeley 
Street is probably more conservative than Hampstead, but because it 
does not acknowledge the jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi it is still anathema. 
Is it not time, Sir, that such unworthy distinctions were abolished? How 
much longer is the “ Orthodox ” section of the community going to arrogate 
to itself the claim of being the only true representative of Anglo-Judaism ? 
It has often been suggested that the ministers of the Reform Congregation 
Should be invited to exchange pulpits with their Orthodox colleagues ? That 
may be a step for which the synagogues of the metropolis are not yet 
prepared. But why, I should like to ask, has no minister of Berkeley Street 
ever been asked to preside at a distribution of prizes to a religion class, or to 
sit on the Council of Jews’ College, or to occupy the annual post of lecturer 
on homiletics at that institution? The Cherem on the Reformers was 
supposed to have been removed many years ago, yet, to all intents and 
purposes, and so far as its ministers are concerned, it is still maintained. _ 
While on the topic of the toast of the Clergy, permit me to take occasion 
to ask whether so empty and meaningless a compliment might not with 
advantage be dispensed with. I noticed that while the clergy were honoured 
the other evening in the abstract, in the concrete they were distinctly dis- 
honoured by the very inferior seats assigned to them. So far as I can see, 
there is not sufficient reason for singling them out from other bodies of men 
by making them the subject of a toast. But if it is sincerely desired to show 
them the respect due to their calling, why should they be made the objects 
of conspicuous disrespect in the seating arrangements? Why are they not 
considered socially important enough “to be seated among the princes - 
Why are they toasted in the general, and roasted in the perticular ?

KUTNOW'S POWDER 
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The Psychology of Prophecy. 

Is the prophetic gift a natural phenomenon, explicable like other mental 
states on normal principles ; or is it something abnormal, requiring for its 
explanation supernatural considerations? The tendency nowadays 1s 
towards identifying the various qualities which used to be differentiated by 
the terms “genius” and “inspiration.” It is no new idea, The most remark- 
able part of Maimonides’ * Guide for the Perplexed” was the theory there 
developed that the prophet was the necessary outcome of certain natural 
(though unusual) qualifications. The whole subject is one worthy of deeper 
investigation than it has yet received. Dr. Jacob H. Kaplan has essayed to 
supply the want in a volume entitled “ Psychology of Prophecy ”’ (1 hiladelphia, 
Greenstone ; pp. 160, price s.). The design of the book is explained in the 
sub-title: “A Study of the Prophetic Mind as Manifested by the Ancient 
Hebrew Prophets.” 
Dr. Kaplan opens with a chapter on the primitive meaning of the Semitic 
word Nabi (8°33): the root includes the ideas of causing (words) to bubble 
forth, of frenzied eestasy, of utterancs in a state of unconsciousness or 
trance. These ideas were blended with the further ideasof proclaiming the 
Words of God,“ words of wisdom such as one could not have gotten except 
through oracular interpretation and revelation.” The author proceeds to 
examine certain p@pular views as to the Hebrew Prophets. He first 
deals with the Christian Conception: “The Hebrew Prophets were 
divinely inspired beeause they foretold the coming of the Christian, 
Messiah.” But, and this point is not sufliciently indicated by the author, 
modern Christian exegesis has long abandoned this explanation of 
Hebrew prophecy as untrue to history. Dr. Kaplan’s own objection 
is that the error of the Christian conception lies in the supposition 
that the fulfilment of prediction proves the inspiration of the prophet. That 
this is a dangerous test may be admitted, but it is the test suggested by the 
Pentateuch itself (Deut. xviii., 22; but contrast Deut. xiii., 1-3). In science, 
the fact that a hypothesis enables its propounder to anticipate events (such 
as the exact dates of eclipses), is justly held to confirm the hypothesis. The 
political theorist, who pronounces in advance the pr@bable course of pro- 
gress, would be regarded as having gone far to establish his theories if 
actual results corresponded with his anticipations. People, whom we do not 
necessarily call “inspired,” can and do predict : why should not a prophet be 
able to do so, and why should his ability to do so be discarded as an 
erroneous test of the reality of his powers? There is law’in the moral as in 
the physical world, and the prophet, who is also the “ seer,” may be not only 
the proclaimer of a message for his own time, but the “foreseer” of the 
- course of moral events for the future. Dr. Kaplan puts the point well when 
he says: “The truth is that the prophets were predictors to a very large 
extent, not indeed of trivial things in the sense of fortune-telling, but in the 
true sense of prophetic prediction, large vision, profound intuition and 
inspiration.” But, though one must admit the predictive element in the pro- 
phetic state, the prophet is at his truest as teacher and statesman. Dr. 
Kaplan sums up this part of his discussion in the following passage, which is 
one of many fine things in the book :- 7 


We have seen indeed that the prophets predicted the coming of a Messiah, but a8 
we understand it they meant an ideal King, such an one as would be a worthy descen- 
dant of the idealized King David of the golden age: one who might bring order into 
political chaos, harmony out of confusion, rule in equity and justice, rejuvenate and 
recreate his people, and be in every sense a prince of peace. 

These prophets were wonder-workers, indeed, not in the sense of bringipg con- 
fusion into the physical laws of nature. but in a deeper and truer sense of recognising 
the spiritual laws in the unseen kingdom, and creating out of a religion of ceremony. 
animal and human sacrifice,.and superstition, a religion of beauty and truth, of 
spiritualized and ethical monotheism, such as the world will perhaps some day under- 
stand. And finally, whatever the explanation, the fact remains that these men sar 
many events before their time, and were enabled by their clearer vision and higher 
aspirations, to preach, teach, and lead in national affairs. _ | 
Passing over a chapter on miracles, we reach the author's discussion of 
“the relation of the prophet to other professions”: priest, diviner, poet and 
genius. It is quaint to find genius termed a profession. Dr. Kaplan thinks 
that there is identity in all respects, the question is one of degree. “ What kind 
of genius, then, is the Prophet?” asks the author. 
prophet was the Hebrew national type of genius: the keynote of all his 
offices was “‘a national religio-political activity "in the service of the God 
of Israel. The Hebrew prophets were “the perfected embodiments of the 
Hebrew genius, that is, they were the political, economic, social and religious 
geniuses of Israel all in one.” What then remains to explain in the prophet 
when you have explained genius, if genius can be explained? “I found”’ 
says Dr. Kaplan, “ the following peculiarly prophetic elements that require 
explanation in the Psychology of Prophecy: Prophetic call, premonition, 
revelation, dream, vision, audition, ecstasy and inspiration.” In* premonition ” 
the author sees “ the starting point of prophecy.” 


(as in the case of Jeremiah) the prophet tries to neglect the call, but it is irresis 

tible: “It was within me like a burning fire, I tried to withstandit but could 
not.” Allthe prophets describe a moment.in which they become conscious of 
God's call to prophetic activity. Does the call come without preparation on the 
recipient’s part? ‘ When God saw that Moses turned aside to see, He called 
him” (Exodus iii., 4). The “ call” comes when the recipient is occupied with 
the subject to which he-is called. This is an ingenious piece of Midrash, 
because, of course, all that Moses “turned aside to see” was the striking 
phenomenon of the burning bush. But Dr. Kaplan goes on admirably when 
he quotes the theory of Maimonides. “Prophecy,” says the great medical 
Jew, “is impossible without study and training; when these have created 
the possibility, then it depends on the will of God, whether the possibility is 
to be turned into a reality.” This dependence on the will of God is thrown 
in by Maimonides, but in fact his theory of prophecy is a purely natural 
one. The prophet needs certain qualifications of intellect and character, and 
granted these he may become a prophet. But if it is only a “may,” thén th

analysis, I fear, carries us no farther than we were at the start 


of the investigation, “Premonition is simply an intuition, an instine- 
tive cognition of future events. It is the delicate intuitive adjustment of 
human mind for catching the distant vibrations, or over tones, of the 
operations of the universe.” As to “ Revelation,” the author concludes that it 
is a subjective impression: what, then, is the guarantee of its truth ? How

do we know that the prophet is not the victim ofan illusion? Dr, Kaplan 
does not attempt to answer. So, too, he does not solve the problem when ho 
says that the prophetic vision and audition “are not possible without some 
degree of ecstasy’; when he describes inspiration as “that state of the 
human mind in which mental activity . . . is so’rapid, that in this State 
of mental energy the mind's reaction time is practically nil.” This jg 
only to repeat the problem; the prophet is conscious an an immediate know. 
ledge, Is this knowledge anything more than a subjective impression » 
What is its origin, its sanction ? How has the divine worked on the human » 
“Human mind and divine mind are one mind.” If so, every human being js q 
prophet; and if so, the problem becomes an aspect of the problem of the 
divine immanence in man. Dr. Kaplan accepts this belief in his fina) 
paragraph. I think that Jews would do well to consider whether the Hebrew 
transecendentalism is not at once safer and truer than the now fashionable 
immanenece. But let us listen to Dr. Kaplan’s eloquent peroration :— 

This thesis then, far from destroying or detracting aught from the glory anq 
sublimity of the prophetic life, thought and earnest devotion to a life of oneness wth 
God, simply explains how such a life grows and operates, and adds glory and divinity 
to all human life by showing that prophetic life is natural life, and natural }\/ is 
divine life. Scholars are beginning to accept the theory of the omnipresence of ¢ 5p. 
sciousness. To me it is the only conceivable theory of these orderly and mashe. 
matically exact operations of every particle of the universe... In the same ident: 
sense, therefore, in which the flowers and the. stars reveal themselves to our yy. nd 
without voice or word, so does the infinite mind reveal his essence and his thought. to 
finite mind without words or voice but through the inaudible, intangible and inyic ne 
modes of mind. 

It cannot be claimed that this book is a profound Contribution to the 
explanation of prophecy. But it is something far more important. It shows 
that Jewish theologians are thinking; that they are facing the problems of 
religion; that they are no longer remaining stranded in medievalism while 
the rest of the world is embarked on the vessel of modernism. If only they 
will examine the question from all its aspects, including that of traditional! 
Judaism, they will deserve well of the present and coming: generations. 
Kaplan's book is a welcome sign that the teachers of the synagogue are 
preparea to take their share in the burden of the day. JA.

[wo years ago in Birmingham the present leaders of the English 
tederation succeeded in throwing over the old régime and 
new one. There was a strict understanding that peace 0 
harmony should in the future reign in our ranks. Although a good 
many of us doubted at the time the wisdom of the policy which was 
adopted, still we made ourselves party to it, hoping against hope that the 
compact would turn out to the advantage of the Zionist Movement.

The leaders of the Federation were not satisfied with peace and honour 
all round. They wanted to revenge themselves upon and to humiliate 
gome with whom they thought they had an old score to settle. They, there- 
fore, coined a new phrase. They spoke of spe homogeneity,” or * Kinigkeit,” 
they called it. At the Congress in the Hague, this policy and 
this word were brought into full play, and proposals were put 
forward whereby certain Zionists should not be members of the Actions 
Committee, even if elected, unless at the expense of the leaders of the English 
Zionist Federation refusing to serve on that Committee as well. This 
policy led, as 1b was bound to lead, to further strife. Then another word 
was coined, @ word even more senseless than einigkeit. They spoke 
about “ J2-carat”’ Zionists, and declared that everyone who was not 
was therefore posel. Naturally, they judged everybody 
according to, the standard they cared to set up, and those who differed from 
them in the slightest degree, no matter how honest and true their conviction 
was, were, of course, declared to assay to less than “ 22-carat,.” and were 
asked to stand by. That these were some of the best material the Zionist. 
movement hadin the country meant nothing ; theirservices and sacrifices to the 
cause were unavailing, The order went forth for them to go, and go they did. 
Thusmany were driven out, and Dr. Gaster, our esteemed President. said at the 
banquet in Leeds in honour of our leader, Herr Wolffsohn, that the English 
Zionist Federation was the only “ kosher ” Federatian in the world. Yes, they 
made the Federation kosher, but with what disastrous results. It is a bitter 
thing to say, especially by one who was a Zionist even before the present 
Zionist movement came i.to existence, but it is none the less true; that 
the Zionist movement in England is at the brink of the 
Zionists aware that all England will not ‘be able to 
delegates to the next Congress? I- could give many 
other facts, bat of that there is no necessity. What I am anxious 
to ask is: Do the leaders of the Federation really think that these 
tactics will forward the Zignist movement in England? If so, they must be 
poor politicians. Tsay this, although I know there are many able and clever 
men amongst them. The time has now arrived for Zionists in England, and 
especially for Zionists in the Provinces, to make an effort to save the remnants 
of a once great movement no matter at what cost, and I am glad to hear that 
that Grand Old Man of the movement, Mr. Moser, is inviting representatives 
of the Provinees to see what can be done. I hope a large response will 
be sent to his invitation. Mr. Moser has himself a great deal to answer 
because he has lent his authority and the great weight of his influence to the 
“drivers-out,” Still, it is never too late to mend, and I hope the time for 
mending has arrived.

CHASTENING CHESS. Nearly 300 years ago Congreve wrote: 
Music hath charms to soothe the savage breast, 
‘To soften rocks, and bend @ Knotted oak, | 

and it would appear, from the Odessa correspondent of the Evening Standard, 
that the ancient game of chess is equally potent in action as an antidote to 
the bitter nature of humanity. He reports an incident, “ trivial, perhaps, in 
itself, but still curiously and exemplarily illustrative of tolerant intercourse 
of orthodox Slav and Jew, so far as the religious aspect is concerned.” The 
incident was witnessed in the Cafe Robinet, and took the form of “a young 
and intelligent priest, in the long robes of his ecclesiastical calling, with a 
glorious abundance of blonde hair streaming over his shoulders, and the badge 
of his sacred office, in the shape of a large silver crucifix, suspended on his 
breast, seated opposite a Jewish opponent in a friendly game of chess. He is 
an alert and accomplished player, and a regular habitue of the cafe, where 
his fellow-players are always Jews.” The correspondent adds: ‘ Curiously 
enough, the last occasion, only a few days ago, that I saw this priest playing 
chess with a Jewish friend was on a Sunday, an hour after the termination of 
forenoon church service.” | 

It is reported from Berlin that Karl Schlechter, a well-known Austrian 
chess player, has challenged Dr. Emanuel Lasker to a bout. The match will 
take place by correspondence, and it is understood that friends of the game 
have offered a prize for the winner of the struggle between the two masters. 


BOXING.—-The close of 1908 session was signalised by exceptionable 
programmes at Wonderland. Saturday evening, the following events were 
decided: A six-round contest between Young Daniels, of St. George’s, and J. 
Hicks, of Forest Gate, was a rather rough affair. Daniels had the drawback 
of being the shorter, but this did not seem to trouble him in the least. He 
rushed in under the other’s guard and rattled both fists in body blows. He 
stuck to his man, who, however, used a superior reach occasionally to keep 
off the impetuous youngster, aiming at delivering a rounder with the right. 
Hicks was not idle with either hand, but he was not so effective as Daniels, 
who was given the award. In the third of the six rounds of Albert Jacobs, of 
Mile End, and W. Marshall, of Blackfriars, the latter was disqualified for a 
foul. Kid Daniels, of St. George’s, and C. Baker, of the same place, had a 
return match of eight rounds. The lads, who are bantam-weight, fought 
hard, first one and then the other taking the lead, and after a punishing 
finish a draw was declared. In an eight-stone novices competition, half a 


- round sufticed for Phil Emden, of Spitalfields, to polish off his opponent, A. 


Priestly, of St. George's. 


AN INTERNATIONAL BOUT. Wonderland was crowded on Monday 
evening, when two international events were decided. One was a bout of 
15 rounds, between Billy Richards, U.S. A., and Jewey Smith, London, for 
£200. The American comes to this country as one who figured promisingly 
in high-class trials at home. He has been brought over to test the British 
heavy-weights. He scales 15 stone, stands over ft.,and on Monday appeared 
to be in the acme of health and strength. His opponent of that evening was 
two stone less in weight and conceded four or five inches in height. This 
serious handicap induced Smith to adopt cautious tactics which he would have 
well discarded, for had he let himself go there is little doubt he would have 
been seen to greater advantage. He had his man in hand. from the early 
exchanges, and was gathering points all the time. Richards’ only chance 
was a knock-out blow. This he attempted several times, occasionally spring- 
ing it unexpectedly, but Smith was not to be caught in that way, and the 
other’s hits, instead of reaching the jaw, went nofurther than the shoulder. 
Notwithstanding his shorter range. Smith, who did most of the leading, 
frequently landed the left clear in his opponent’s face, and won easily on

Keller proved the 
quickest, which énabled him to make delivéries, whilst Marshall often failed 
to find his opponent’s head. When he did get home Keller knewit. .In 
hard fighting the local man had the advantage. He, however, lacked general- 
ship, and dissipated a great deal of power in the endeavour to reciprocate

COLOURED LANTERN SLIDES.—<A crréspondent writes : “Since ‘Sports 
and Pastimes ’ began last July I have read it every week, even when away 
on holiday abroad, but nothing in it has had the attraction for me of the 
paragraphs last week on lantern slide making.

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ZIONISM AT THE UNIVERSITIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik,—A stage in the history of the Jewish nationalist movement in this country 
was reached by the meeting in Oxford, on Thursday, December 3rd, of the Oxford 
University Zionist Society, the Cambridge University Zionist Society, and a repre- 
sentative of the Leeds Jewish Students’ National Society. ‘These three societies are at 
present, so far as we are aware, the only visible symptoms of the vitality of the Jewish 
nationalist idea among Jewish university men; but we feel that in other universities a 
great dealof the same spirit must be lying dormant, and only needing a slight impulse 
to make it alive and active. Each of our societies has derived stimulus and encourage- 
ment from getting into touch with the others, indeed from the mere knowledge of 
those others’ existence: and the three together are thus the beginning of what might 
and shoutd become a network of such societies all over the country, wherever 
university centres exist. 

On behalf of our respective societies; we beg to express the hope that at other 
universities, societies similar to our own may soon, if not at once, be formed. Such 
societies might be purely Zionistic, as at Oxford, or on a wider nationalist 
basis, as at Cambridge and Leeds: in either case, they could meet, as 
we have done. on the common ground of nationalism. We shall be. pleased 
to get into communication with any cognate societies which do now or may 
hereafter exist, in any of the university eentresof Great Britain and Ireland, or of the 
Colonies ; we shall welcome the opportunity of assisting in their formation, and of co- 
operating with them when formed, by every means in our power. Any individual, or 
number of individuals, in any univers'ty, who may desire to set such a movement on 
oot, is cordiaily invited to communieate with us and invoke our assistance, with the 
assurance that it will be freely given and that we shall be grateful for the opportunity 
of furthering our common cause.

The Grimsby Coroner on Monday resumed the inquest 
The Deaths in upon the bodies of the five Russian emigrants who died 
an Immigrant Ship. on board the steamship “Ashton” during the voyage 
~ from Antwerp to Grimsby. They were bound from Russia 
to America, and were all in good health when the vessel left Antwerp 
on December 12. The next morning the steward found four of them lying 
dead in their berth between-decks, while the- fifth, Kuperstein, was dying. 
The local doctors, being unable to ascertain the cause of death, the ship was 
laced in quarantine, and parts of the — were submitted for bacterio- 
ogical examination by Government experts. oe | 
Captain of the “ described the position of the 
berth of the emigrants, which were situated between-decks and directly 
above the forehold. There was a hatchway communicating between the 
places. The cargo in that hold included nine tons of ferro-silicon in barrels. 
He had never heard of the stuff before, but he was informed that a Bite 
liable to explode if confined and liable to fire when wet. Heaid not know 


that it gave off poisonous gases. He had never seen any notice issued by 


the Board of Trade calling the attention of mariners to the —— ban 


perties of the chemical, and pointing out that four deaths had 


caused by it. Though he noticed no smell in the emigrants’ qnarters, he 
was very ill after visiting them. He concluded that it was shock he was 
suffering from. He left the stevedore to attend to the stowing of the 
dangeraus commodity. It was not his duty to select or reject cargo: that 
was the agents’ duty. The forehold was the best piace in the ship to stow 
ferro-silicon. It was quite dry there. : 
Pry: alse I, Stokes, port sanitary officer, who inspected the vessel when 
Humber, said he detected a strange smell, which he now recognised as 
that of ferro-silicon, and which was more powerful than the carbolic aeid 
disinfectant which he was using. A passenger told him that he had seen 
the emigrants the day before rolling about the cabin and ealling for water. 
The passenger said that he took them two bottles of water, but thought they 
were only suffering from sea sickness. 
_ _Mr.John A. Foster, analytical chemist, of Hull, said that the ferro-silicon 
in the “ Ashton” contained iron, silicon, carbon, phosphorous, and arsenic. 
"he gas given off by the nine tons would be suflicient to account for the death 
not only of these people, but of 100 others. Captain Milward's symptoms 
were those produced by inhaling the gas. The early symptoms of ferro- 
silicon poisoning were often mistaken for cholera and ptomaine poisoning. 
lhe gas decomposed the blood and produced death. If ferre-silicon were 
sealed in drums it was liable to explode ; if it was cased in barrels it rave 
off poisonous gases. It was a most treacherous thing. | | 
Dr. W. b. Simpson, medical officer of health, said that the bacteriological 
examinations showed that the victims did not die of cholera or ptomaine 
poisoning or from the consumption of crude poison. The lungs were con- 
gested and full of blood, suggesting asphyxia, due to noxious fumes. 
_ . Mr. T. Sutcliffe, shipping agent of the Great Central Railway Company, 
Said that last year, after their attention had been called to the dangerous: 
nature of ferro-silicon, the company forbade the shipping of it in any of their 
steamers. The shipment in the “ Ashton” ‘was contrary to the company’s 
Instructions. he Continental agent who shipped it said he had the mant- 
facturer’s assurance that the dangerous characteristics had been eliminated 
from the commodity by a new process. . 
_ The jury found that the victims died through inhaling poisenous gases 
tlie from the ferro-silicon.

BRADFORD. 


The Hebrew Congregation 
and its Ministers. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirk,--I have read the replies from Bradford to my letter of December | Ith, 
and | fail to tind them satisfactory. The Honorary Secretary answers nothing 
and evades everything. The acting Warden-President, who is involved in one 
of my charges, is silent altogether and the main defence comes from Mr. 
Maizels, whom, alone, I am really called upon to answer and with whom I will 
deal presently. Meanwhile the ground may be cleared by my reference to 
two out of the four charges in defence of which no attempt is made. 

Mr. Myers. does not answer my question as to whether a letter was 
written to the minister telling him that the Committee “ condescended” to 
grant hima vacation. Asa matter of fact, Mr. Myers wrote that letter and 
| have seen it with my own eyes. It was meant to wound, and it effected its 
sinister purpose. | 

Further, I asked if it was true that the President of the Congregation 
intervened in the final scene of Mr. Tribich’s connection with Bradtord by 
breaking in on the presentation of a testimonial from the children and. 
turning the minister and children, there and then, off the Synagogue premises. 


He did it, sure enough, and, being powerless to deny it, neither he nor his, 


friends have the courage to refer to it, or the grace to express regret for it. 
The fact that this person still presides over the congregation is suflicient 
proof that the majority of the members have little sense of the fitness of 
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things and but a poor idea of the decencies of congregational administration’ 
It is five months since he ejected the children from the Synagogue together 
with their teacher. He ought not to have remained in office another five days. 
The anonymous writer who signs himself ‘A Member of the Bradford 
Congregation,” assures me that Mr. Tribich's resignation had no immediate 
connection with the events I called attention to. What happened in Brad- 
ford was a process which, when I lived in Yorkshire, used to be called 
“ slow-timing.” You killed your man by degrees and took refuge behind the 
insignificance of any one step in the operation. The fact of the matter is 
that Mr. Tribich could and would have stood a great deal more, but he was a 
man as well as a martyr, and a husband as well as a minister, and he wanted 
to spare his wife. 1 saw the result of the struggle when | met the young 
wife of the Bradford minister and tried to put some heart into her husband, 
for then I read the minutes of the Bradford Hebrew Congregation in this 
young woman's face. 

1 pass to Mr. Maizels, who stands up to answer me. He asks me if I con- 
sider the man who holds the office of a minister ipso facto perfect. Certainly 
I donot. Not only isa minister not perfect, but whatever faults he has of 
character or temperament are pitfalls to him as he endeavours to keep to the 
course which is dictated by his duty and the interests in his charge, and 
which, since he is only human after all, also affects his own interests. 

I wish the community would recognise more sympathetically how diflicult 

the position ofa ministeris. Itis a constant challenge to criticism, a constant 
temptation to error, and those of us succeed the most who make the fewest 
mistakes. The whole position is one of great difficulty to the end of a 
minister's life, and is especially so at the commencement of his career when 
he is trying to find his way in the comprehension of his environment and when 
he has not yet quite “found himself.” Of course, he makes mistakes and he 
is the better for kindly criticism and friendly guidance. The whole position 
of a young man so placed calls for much consideration, and of this Mr. 
Tribich seems to have had none from start to finish. Now as to the two. 
points upon which answer is made. First, as to the Sabbath when the sacred 
service of prayer was interrupted by a speech in the synagogue from the 
then Warden, who, on that occasion, prohibited the delivery of a sermon. I 
asked whether the minister was accused of immoral conduct. Mr. Maizels 
says that “those words were never uttered.” My information is otherwise, 
but, for argument’s sake, let it go at that. Suppose these actual words were 
not uttered. What words were uttered? And what justifies a Warden's 
making a speech in the synagogue? And what justifies such a sacrilege ina 
service of prayer as the public prohibition of asermon? Mr. Maizels seems 
to think that he had some provocation. My answer is that if he felt that 
the minister had committed an error of judgment or conduct, his proper 
course would have been to discuss the matter in the committee-room, and 
not to insult the minister in the course of the Sabbath service. 
Mr. Maizels says that there was a “ palpable cause for every unpleasant 
incident.’ Whether there was cause or rot is a matter upon which evidence 
on both sides must be taken. Mr. Maizels has missed my point altogether. 
Even if the minister had given provocation (and Mr. Tribich has a complete 
answer to this) my point is that to create a scene in the synagogue and to 
insult the minister responsible for the conduct and dignity of the prayers, 
was a proceeding which absolutely nothing ean excuse and which no words 
are strong enough to corfdemn. 
Now as to the “veiled tablet” outrage. It is not denied. Of course, I 
knew it could not be denied when I called attention to it. Mr. Maizels tells 
me that he objected to the tablet because Mr. Tribich asked for it. I am not 
going to enquire of Mr. Tribich whether he asked for it or not. In a congre- 
gation which advertises for ministers to “State wages required,” and sees 
nothing much amiss, and which officially intimates that it “ condescends ”’ to 
grant a vacation, it may very well happen that a suggestion that the collec- 
tion of £3,000 deserved some permanent record was, by the local elasticity of 
vocabulary, construed into a demand for a tablet. But even granted that 
the tablet was really asked for. All that could be said then was that it 
showed a want of reticence. At any rate, the Chief Rabbi decided that the 
tablet was in order, and Mr. Maizels cannot deny that he presumed to 
challenge both the judgment and authority of the Chief Rabbi. He excuses 
the congregational atrocity of veiling that tablet in black for a whole year 
of mock mourning by asserting that Mr. Tribich was a consenting party. 
The poor man had no alternative. Did Mr. Maizels think that Mr. Tribich 
enjoyed it? Duves he remember that it was proposed to mitigate the sentence 
when the minister's young wife was coming to her new home as a bride ? 
And does he deny that he would not consent to it? The whole incident of 
the tablet covered over with black is unforgiveable, for granted that the 
minister was all wrong the only proper and gentlemanly,to say nothing of 
humane course, would have been to have removed it altogether. 

I do not propose to accept Mr. Maizels’s challenge to make inquisition as 
to whether any other official has ever been so treated as Mr. Tribich by the 
Bradford Congregation. I canonly hope that Mr. Maizels is correct. I do 
not want to find out any more—-I have lighted upon quite enough. Inmaking 
his £10 offer Mr. Maizels—perhaps unconsciously, but very really—raises a 
false issue. He wants to show me that Mr. Tribich brought everything upon 
himself. I want to show him that whatever may or could have been Mr. 
Tribich’s faults or errors (and I admit none) nothing can justify the treatment 
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he received even were it a punishment instead of a persecution. It turned. 


spiritually, it wrecked what ought to have been the happy home-life of an 
innocent woman, and it set an evil example to the children whom the mocked 
and insulted minister was called upon to teach. 

1 have read the letter of your correspondent “ In’ Karnest,” and I agree 
with almost every word he says. Some years ago I pleaded in these columns 
for a conference upon these and other equally. important matters, but found. 
that mine was a voice crying in the wilderness. More recently, I have called 
for something like clerical organisation, but, again, in vain. One day it wil| 
have to come, and all we can hope is that present problems will not, by that 
time, have grown into perplexities beyond our solution, and dangers beyond 
our control. But for the present, there was to my certain knowledge a cop- 
dition of congregational disease in Bradford that could only be met by “ open- 
air” treatment, and I should have been wanting in duty and a coward to my 
conscience if 1 had passed it by. And if anything of the kind occurs again 
either in Bradford or elsewhere, I hold myself in readiness for the ungracious, 
perhaps, but necessary task of meeting persecution with protest and 
inexcusable wrong with fearless exposure. |

Owing to the unfortunate state of trade, the 
demands on the resources of the Fund are more pressing than ever, while the 
increased prices of food stuffs render it imperative that the amount this 
year collected should be a great increase over that of previous years. Last 
year nearly 9,000 meals were distributed during fifteen weeks. There are no —

The annual distribution of prizes at the Hebrew Schools took place at the 
new Infants’School. Mrs. 1. L.Jacobs, wifeof the President of the Congregation, 
distributed the prizes. Mr. L. Spiers (Chairman of the Foundation Managers), 
who presided, referred to the great loss the school had sustained through the 
death of Mrs. Berlyn, and subsequently made an eloquent appeal to the 
parents present, urging the necessity of their lads joining the local company 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. During the past year the attendance at the 
school had been quite up to the excellence of former years. That was no 
doubt the result of the healthy condition of their children. He referred to 
the medical examination just held at the school, the result of which was most 
satisfactory. The report stated that their pupils weighed more than the 
children of the Council schools and their general condition was. better. He 
referred tothe athletic side of the school work and particularly congratulated 
the cricket club, which under the coaching of Mr. E. Green, one of the - 
teachers, was so successful last season. Mr. Spiers also spoke of the good 
work done through their Children’s Dinner Fund. For the fifth year they had 
just recommenced the distribution of dinners. During the period they distri- 
buted on an average about 9,000 dinners yearly. The Chairman having presented 
a case of silver-ware to Mrs. Taylor, who has just retired after thirty-two 
years’ service as Head Mistress of the Infants’ Department, Mrs. Jacobs 
distributed the prizes. Mr. Joseph Joseph in proposing a vote of thanks to 
Mrs. Jacobs said that he noted with pleasure the bright intelligent faces of 
the children that day, but regretted that a portion of their training, which 
could be very useful to them, was neglected by so many boys who attended 
the school, viz: their physical training. That he assured them could best be 
obtained by joining the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. Mrs. I. L. Jacobs responded. 
The Rev. G. J. Emanuel, in proposing a vote of thanks to the staff, urged upon 
the parents the absolute necessity of keeping their children at school as long 
as possible, and after leaving to see that the elementary education they had 
received was improved upon by attendance at evening classes. Referring to 
the recent Education Bill, he said he firmly believed that an opportunity had 
been offered and he hoped it would be offered again soon), for a national 
settlement.

Youth makes no excuses for other's failings, youth is 
proverbially hard-hearted, while it is as certainly 
light-headed. The Midrash tells a. story on hasty jadg- 
ments which will interest you this Sabbath as it deals 
with the portion of the week, concerning Joseph's 
dreams,
